They do not submit because they feel that they 
cannot. 

Impenitent sinners never submit to God, while 
they feel that they are truly and properly unable 
to doit. This I have repeatedly suggested. [1 
is now introduced again for the purpose of illus- 
trating its influence on those by whom it is cher- 
ished. The fact is evident.’ It has been often 
witnessed by every one who has been familia: 
with revivals. Why is itso? Severai considera- 
tions are calculated to throw light on this subject. 

1. Such views prevent a deep sense of sin. 

A sense of obligation lies at the very founda- 
tion of deep conviction. And obligation implies 
ability. e can do what we ought todo. He 
whodenies this,denies the Bible and common sense. 

_ “If there be first a willing mind, it is accepted 
according to which he hath, and not according to 
© that which he hath not.” And the infantile de- 
- linquent soon begins to lisp out “I could’nt help 
it,” as an excuse for his disobedience. Impeni- 
tent sinners are prone to feel, that they are well 
* disposed towards their Maker, are ready to per- 
guade themselves that they are truly willing, but 
~ unable, to do what God requires. ‘This prevents 
their deep conviction, prevents their feeling that 
they are doing wrong when they might do right. 
And without a deep sense of their guilty and 
_ lost state, they will not repent, will not submit to 
the righteousness of Christ. 

2. Such views imply self-justification. 

When God calls on sinners to submit immedi- 
ately to his government and grace; and they 
reply “we cannot:” This reply is self-justifica- 
tion. What they ought to do they can do! And 
it is utterly impossible, fromthe nature of the 
case, that they should submit in penitence while 
they are making a direct effort to justify their de- 
linquency before God. 

3. These.views criminate the character of God. 

God requires them to do what they say they 
would but cannot do. If he really requires of 
them what they are truly and properly unable to 


perform, the blame of their disobedience must, 


rest on him, especially if they are willing to obey. 
When therefore they say that they would but 
cannot obey God, they cast blame on him, they 
represent him as unjust both in his requirements 
and penalties. And how can they render a hearty 
obedience and cheerful submission to that Being 
whom they regard as unjust. Such views then, 
are totally incompatible with true submission to

God’s Word and Spirit on the heart. : 
Both the Word and Spirit of God urge sinners 

to repent, believe, submit now. In this way God

* ian And by indulging these views 
~ they directly oppose this divine agency, by the 
which, God is aiming to win their 
secure for himself the cheerful sur- 
nder of their hearts and lives.

if they persevere in doing this they cannot be- 
come reconciled to God. *: 

5. These views prevent that pu 
on the part of sinners, which are 
tial to true submission. 

No man, as an intelligent agent, can be persua- 
ded to undertake that, which he views impossi- 
ble. And so long as the impenitent view them- 
selves as willing but yet unable to do their duty, 
they willnot make the purpose and efforts which 
are necessary. No motives can possibly persuade 
to this. Sinners may see that they are exceed- 
ingly guilty before Ged ; they may quake in view 
of ‘a fearful retribution; they may be trem- 
blingly anxious to flee from the wrath to come : 
but if they feel that they cannot escape, they wil! 
stand motionless‘nd unrelenting ; and in a stub- 
bornness that is nerved and rendered obstinate 
by despair, they will stand, unmoved by mercy 
or wrath, until the smoke of the bottomless pit 
shall shut them out from heaven and hope, and 
they sink forever into merited damnation !

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FOUR DAYS MEETING. 


The public religious meetings mentioned in the 
last Recorder as having been notified from the 
Orthodox Congregational pulpits of this city on 
the preceding Sabbath, were held during the last 
week, agreeably to the arrangement stated in the 
notification, except that after the first day, the 
time of the meeting for inquirers was changed 
from the close of the afternoon, to the close of the 
evening service. At the commencement of the 
meetings on Tuesday forenoon, when a general 
prayer meeting of the members of the different 
churches was held, the weather was very unfa- 
vorable. The storm, however, ceased before the 
commencement of public preaching in the afte:- 
noon, and during the remainder of that and the 
three following days no interruption or inconve- 
nience was experienced from this source. The 
pastors of the churches more particularly inte- 
rested in their solemnities had made application 
for aid to several clergymen in other places now 
hiessed with revivals of religion. Of these, only 
Dr. Taylor of New Haven was able to be pre- 
sent. All the meetings were well attended, those 
in the afternoon and evening by crowded assem- 
blies. On Thursday and Friday evenings, two 
additional churches, Salem street and Pine street, 
were opened, and sermons preactied in them to 
considerable congregations, without any percep- 
tible diminution of the audience in the Park Street 
Church. 

The discourses were all listened to with fixed 
and solemn attention. No person.of spiritual dis- 
cernment could doubt that God was present, gi- 
ving his sanction and blessing to his own truth. 
At the close of the service on the afternoon of 
Tuesday and in the evening of the three foliow- 
ng days, in each of the churches, persons feeling 
the importance of immediate attention to their 
salvation, and desiring more particular and fami- 
liar instruction than pertains to the pulpit, were 
requested to remain, while professors of religion 
should retire to the Vestries for prayer. Seve- 
ral hundred remained upon each invitation, the 
numbers considerably increasing each day, till on 
Friday evening, they exceeded a tt ousand in the 
different places. These were most solemn, and 
we hope profitable meetings. 

Of the results of this extraordinary use of the 
ordinary meansof grace we cannot speak more par- 
ticularly at present. We feel that God has approv- 
ed of the course which has been pursued, and we 
cannot doubt that, if ministers and Christians are 
faithful, the effects will, by the continuance of the 
divine blessing, be extensively glorious. Great 
is the responsibility now resting on the friends of 
religion in this city. We trust they feel in some 
degree, though far less than they shculd, that 
they have a great work to do for Christ, which 
thev have but begun, and that their dependence 
and hope are in God. On the last Sabbath were 
notified from the several pulpits, in addition to 
the usual lectures on Tuesday evenings, and 
church prayer meetings on Friday evenings in 
the several congregations and the seasons devoted 
by each pastor to inquirers among his own peo- 
ple, three public lectures on Sabbath evenings, 
and again on Thursday evenings, and a general 
meeting of inquirers from all the congregations 
on Friday evenings. The meetings on Sabbath 
evening, notwithstanding the rain, were well at- 
tended. Ciristians in other places will not cease 
to remember us in their prayers.— Bost. Recorder. 


RESOLUTIONS OF THE NEW CASTLE PRESBYTERY, 


Adopted at their annual meeting in Wilmington, 
Delaware, on the first week of April. 

_ Resolved, 1. ‘That inasmuch as it has been 
found by the experience of some years that our 
plan of going two and two, to visit and preach in 
each others congregations has failed to excite the 
interest of the community in calling out numerous 
audiences as was the case when it was first adopt- 
ed, this Presbytery will make trial of four days 
meetings which have been adopted by our breth- 
ren both to the east and west and attended with 
the most blessed eflects. And for this purpose 
that, the ministers be classed as follows, to hold 
meetings in each others congregations, viz. 

ist class, Doctors Martin, Magraw, and the 
Rev. Messrs. Finney and Parker. 

2d class, Doctor Dickey, and Messrs. White, 
Graham, Russel, and Love. 

3d class, Rev. Messrs. J. Latta, Barr, Morri- 
son, and Dickinson. 
4th class, Messrs. Bell, Gilbert, Howe, Adair, 
and J. M. Dickey. 

5th class, Messrs. Royer, Grier, Babbitt, and 
Douglass. 

The ministers in each class to consult together 
and adopt such measures in carrying the plan 
into effect as to the time and place of holding 
these meetings and the particular mode of con- 
ducting the services as to them shall appear best 
calculated to promote the divine glory and the 
good of souls. And that it be recommended to 
the churches to observe a day of fasting, humilia- 
tion and prayer at such time previous to holding 
the four days meeting as they shall approve. 

2. That as no plan, however well concerted, 
nor how ably soever itsdetails be carried into effect 
will ever be effectual in awakening and convert- 
ing souls without the divine blessing, and where- 
as, the Great Head of the church is in a peculiar 
and delightful sense the hearer of prayer; for at 
the same time that he has said that “he will for 
all these things be inquired of by us to do them 
unio us,” he has promised to hear and answer 
prayer—that “he is more ready to give his Holy 
Spirit to them that ask than earthly parents are 
to give good gifts to their children ;” that it be 
earnestly and affectionately recommended to the 
inembers of this Presbytery, that they individual- 
ly agree to set apart a short time in the twilight 
of every evening as a season of special prayer for 
a revival of religion in our respective congrega- 
tions and in the Presbytery at large, and that the 
misters present this subject to the pious 
members of their churches in such a way as 
seems to them best adapted to secure their union 
in the twilight concert of prayer for the blessing 
of God on their own souls, and the immense qul- 
titude of souls around them who are ready to pe- 
rish. And they would earnestly recommend that 
this solemn and appalling fact be kept distinctly 
before the mind of every minister and elder in 
this Presbytery, and that it be placed prominent- 
ly before all who may be induced to join in-this 
concert, that unless God in infinite mercy and 
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out our whole bounds, and graciously revive his 
work, the human certainty is that.a vast Bropor- 
tion of the people will live and dié in sin and go 
down to the chambers of dismal lamentation and 


wo. : 

8. That the ministers and elders be enjoined} 
to engage in the work of visiting from house to 
house, and conversing individualiy with all the 
members of the families visited, and endeavor to 
stir up Christians to greater watchfulness, impor- 
tunity in prayer and devotedness to the cause of 
God and the well being of undying souls, and to 
lead the unconverted to fee: their obligations to 
give their hearts to God, to abandon all-sinful 
pursuits and practices, and become decidedly and 
truly pious. 

4, That it be urged—closely and affectionately 
and faithfully urged, on all professors of religion 
that they are ynder the most solemn obligations 
to labor more and make greater sacrifices of time 
and money in the cause of him who “though 
rich yet for their Sakes became poor,” that they 
must do more or they never can evidence to the 
world that thev are Christians—that they have a 
compassion for the multitudes of their fellow sin- 
ners, who are perishing around them, and amid 
the darkness and-cruelties of Paganism. 


5. They would recommend to the ministers 
especially-that they watch and strive and pray 
and labor to carry a savor of piety with them 
wherever they go, and in all their intercourse with 
their people show that they regard the salvation 
of their souls as of the last importance; “ that 
they believe and therefore speak.”—Presbylerian. 


AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 


In reading the accounts of the blessed work of 
the Lord which is progressing in the State of 
New York and other places, I was led to ask my- 
self this question: What are the causes which 
prevent the Lord from blessing his church in the 
West as well as in the East? In answering this 
question, I would say, the Lord is both able and 
Willing to bless his church at all times—every 
where. Consequently the fault is not his, but 
ours. No doubt one reason is the distracted 
state of the church, in consequence of religious 
disputation which prevails in some denomina- 
tions. But this is not the case in the Presbyte- 
rian denomination. Our ministers all preach, as 
we believe, the pure truth of the gospel. If the 
gospel is thus preached, why are God’s people 
uot revived, and sinners converted? for the word 
of the’Lord is as a fire, and as a hammer that 
breaketh the rock in pieces. 

I answer, first: Because those who speak the 
word of the Lord, do not speak it faithfully, ma- 
king known the whole counsel of God : nor wise- 
ly, applying themselves to the necessities and ca- 
pacities of their hearers: nor zealously, with fer- 
vent love to God and the souls of his people :— 
nor sincerely, aiming “at his glory and their con- 
version, edification, and salvation. 

And secondly: Beeause those who hear the 
word preached, do not attend upon it with dili- 
gence, preparation, and prayer: nor do they re- 
ceive the truth with faith, love, meekness, and 
readiness of mind, as the Word of God. 'They 
do not hide it in their hearts, and bring forth the 
fruit of it in their lives. I have observed one 
fault which prevails to a considerable extent in 
our church, and which I would be glad to see 
exposed in the Luminary. It is this: At the 
close of the solemn services of the sanctuary, it 
frequently happens that Preachers and People en- 
gage in the most light and frivolous conversa- 
tion; and I have heard them laugh immoderate- 
ly loud, in three minutes from the time in which 
the benediction was pronounced, as though God 
tad not been in all their thoughts. These things 
ought not to be so. Let preachers remember 
their high and holy calling. ‘They are the over- 
seers of the flock of Christ. Let them be grave 
and prudent, and an example to the flock. Let 
Christians remember that they are united to Je- 
sus Christ their head, by his Spirit and by faith, 
that Christ dwells in their hearts by faith; and 
that they are united to one another in love, and 
should perform all such duties, both public and 
private, as conduce to their mutual good.— West.

REVIVALS IN COLLEGES.—NO II. 
Their importance. 
1. The salvation of the impenitent in these’ in- 
stitutions show their importance. 
There are in our American colleges some thou- 
sands of young men of this description. How 
many persons to people the world of woe, or 
dwell for ever in heaven! A number equal to 
all the inhabitants of a populous town, including 
men, women and children. Is it of no conse- 
quence whether so many souls are saved or lost ? 
What christian could be indifferent, while séeing 
a whole town going down to hell as did Sodom? 
Ought he not to be even more moved when an 
equal number of educated young men are perish- 
ing? The fact that they are located in several 
different places, does not render their conversion 
any less important, or in any degree diminish the 
responsibility of christians. 
- If it be proper to say that the salvation of one 
soul, in itself considered, is more important than 
another, it would seem, on account of the light 
which literary students enjoy, that theirs is pecu- 
liarly so. The special privileges which they en- 
joy, for mental and moral culture, and the acqui- 
sition Of knowledge, lay them under the greater 
obligation to be holy and obey God ; and if.they 
pervert the proper use of this light, remain in 
their sins, and die impenitent, will enhance their 
guilt and sink them the lower in everlasting per- 
dition. Better would it be for a lost soul to have 
always lived in heathenish darkness, than to have 
enjoyed the light of science. 

Obligation increases with light. The greater 
the light the greater the guilt of violation. This 
seems to be the principle upon which God deals 
with the subjects of his moral government. The 
scriptures inculcate it, and a comparison of the 
manner in which God has dealt with fallen an- 
gels and falien man verifies this position. The 
former were furnished with more light than the 
latter. Both at first were without sin. Both 
rebelled against God. The former were doomed 
immediately to hell for ever, the latter was left 
for a season on probation. For the recovery of 
the one, God has made no provision ; for that of 
the other he has offered a Savior. Fallen angels 
raust be confined for ever in the world of despair, 
but fallen man may by faith and repentance ob- 
tain everlasting life and dwell eternally with God 
in heaven. 

I am aware that such reasoning has little force 
upon the consciences of most persons. Many do 
not feel in their hearts that they are under any 
more obligation to God than any of their neigh- 
bors, though having altogether fewer privileges. 
But is it true that they are not, because they do 
aot feel it? No. This would be making the feel- 
ings of the creature a criterion of duty to the 
Creator. Mankind are guilty for not both feel- 
ing and fulfilling their hligatene to God. He 
requires it. “‘l'o whom much is given of him 
will much be required.” But what does this 
much mean? It meangsin part special privileges 
for education when they are enjoyed. Let then 
those thus favored consider their increased re- 
sponsibility, their greater need of deliverance from 
the wrath to come, and of the salvation of their 
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. @. Another consideration which gives impor- 
tanée to revivals in colleges, is the improbability 
a the-impenitent students will be converted in 

ture life. * 

The history of past unconverted graduates, 
mives us little reason to believe that many of 
them ever’ me pious, though it is hoped and 
believed that in this age of revivals, and espe- 
cially as.the millenium approaches, a greater pro- 
portion will. 

dt may probably be said with safety, that they 
as a class of persons are less likely to be convert- 
ed than most any others. Besides the hinderan- 
ces of the business and of life, and the in- 
creasing indisposition to attend to the subject of 
religion which they as they grow older feel in 
common with others, many of them seem to be 
led farther from God by the very means which 
ought to bring them nearer—their privileged edu- 
cation. 

It is somewhat. peculiar to. many young men 
while expanding their minds with science, and 
obtaining a general agquaintance with the stores 
of human knowledge, especially if little or no re- 
ligious influence is exerted upon them, to become 
less and less susceptible of serious impressions. 
A hardening process seems to be going on in 
their minds. They become less tender of their 
consciences, more venturesome to imbibe and 
bolder to avow any sentiments in morals or reli- 
gion, which may best suit their wordly interests 
or the feelings of their depraved hearts. While 
they are learning in the school of this world, they 
become more averse to learning in the school of 
Christ. The feelings which they indulge, and 
the principles which they are apt to adopt are 
calculated to shield them from the force of divine 
truth and prevent conviction. Hence they are 
often found sceptical and ecaviling: and the con- 
sequence generally is, they continue to live in 
their sins and die without hope. ‘This improba- 
bility of faith and repentance in subsequent life, 
isa strong reason why it is desirable that conver- 
sions should take’ place early. 

The consideration of so many educated young 
men going out. into the world with their hearts 
opposed to God, to engage in active life and 
throw all their influence upon society while they 
are such, together with the fearful probability of 
their remaining*in this condition through life, 
ought to make every christian feel a weighty re- 
sponsibility® It ought to call forth ardent de- 
sires for the conversion of literary youth. Let 
those who wish to haye an influence for God ex- 
erted upon community, labor and pray for salva- 
tion to came t@ our colleges. 
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“IS IT CREDIBLE?” 


We frequently read and hear the language of 
incredulity respecting the sudden and numerous 
“oO versions which are reported to have taken 
pace to different parts of our land. The danger 
of deception we admit to be as great as the most 
incredulous. A time of revival is a time when 
there should be great searchingsof hieart, both by 
its hopeful subjects and by their teachers and 
Christian friends, » "They cannot be too faithtul 
and thorough. ill, that hundreds, and even 
thousands, in a largétown or city, should be tru- 
ly converted within a very short space of time,is 
not in itself incredible. This will appear 
from several considerations. 

1. No reason can be drawn from the nature 
of truth, or of the human mind, why the same 
gospel or same sermon, which is made effectual 
to the conversion of one hearer, should not be 
made effectual to the conversion of a hundred at 
the same time. 

2. The fact that hundreds, and even thousands 
have been converted in the same day, renders it 
credible that similar events may be witnessed 
again, and even frequently. ‘The scenes of pen- 
ticost are an earnest of what the gospel is to ac- 
complish for men before the consummation of all 
things. 

$. Every Christian, when he prays that “a 
nation may be born in a day,” or that converts 
may be multiplied, “like the drops of the morn- 
ing dew,” either lies unto God, or else expresses 
his beliefand even expectation, that great num- 
bers may be simultaneously converted ; for these 
expressions cannot mean less than great numbers. 

4. The promises of God render it not only 
credible, but certain, that great and rapid revi- 
vals of religion shall take place. We are assured 
that ‘the people shall be all righteous—that all 
shall know the Lord from the least to the great- 
est... Now such promises cannot be fulfilled— 
they can hardly be said to be in a train of ac- 
complishment,—while the church and the world 
retain the same relative strength. There must be 
a great actual and relative advance on the part 
of the church, before she will move onward to 
victory. Considering the hundreds of millions 
vet to be converted, it is obvious that reformati- 
ons must be more rapid and extensive than they 
ever have been, or the promise, that Christ 
‘‘ shall have the uttermost parts of the earth for 
his possession,” must fail.—Our inference is, that 
the greatness of the number sajd to be converted 
in a sudden revival of religion, does not of itself 
diseredit its genuineness.—Christian Mirror.

THE ENGLISH ACCOUNT OF OUR REVIVAL. 


Mr. Editor—The London Congregational Ma- 
gazine for March, contains a letter from “a gen- 
tleman of the Baptist denomination in New 
York,” giving an animated account of the first 
four days meeting, held in Mr. Patton’s Church, 
in this city. He seems to have found himself in 
a new scene, to have been much impressed with 
what he saw, and delighted with its results, while 
at the same time he is slow to give up his pre- 
conceived opinions against some of the means by 
which those results are obtained. 

His heart was evidently drawn towards the 
work. He says of one of the meetings, “ Fleft 
the place, wishing that I could conscientiously join 
the Presbyterians.” The - now much ras 

d in prayer, looking for the outpouring o 
God's Spirit, ad they will have it too. “T want 
to see less narrow mindedness, and Christians 
meeting and uniting, in farthering the interests 
of the dear Redeemer’s Kingdom, as Christians.” 
“It is so sweet to see a place of worship crowded 
three times on a week day.” “ ‘These sweet op- 
portunities do not often occur. How I have wish- 
ed for you, my beloved M——, and all my fami- 
ly. I dolong to have them where the Lord is 
passing by, if so be that he would have mercy 
on them. It is-an inconceivable blessing to be 
where Jesusis. As I looked round the place, and 
saw it crewded in every part with a deeply so- 
lemn, attentive, and anxious people, and the pul- 
pit and stairs filled with devoted ministers of 
Christ—and felt that the Spirit too was there—I 
wished dear Mr. B——, who possesses a ‘ revi- 
val spirit,’ and our much loved Mr. E——, could 
have been present.” 

In another part of his letter, he speaks of the 
solemn scene on Wednesday evening, when “ it 
was requested that all who wished the prayers 
of God’s people would rise, and immediately a 
large number of most respectable people in the 
congregation rose, and the. whole was deeply im- 
pressive.” Yet, he says, * I do not however, on 
reflection, approve of this, as I think it fosters 
pride, and can answer no good end.” And again, 
concerning the preaching, he remarks as follows : 

“ The sermons I have thus far heard in this revival, 
tl they have been solemn, awful, and arousing, have 
—— 





pel! The (aw in all its terrors, has been thundered ; but 
had I gone there under deep conviction of soul, I should 
have trembled, and returned home, without having been 
led out of myself, simply to trust in the fullness ef Christ 

That great and lovely feature of the Gospel, its freeness, I 
must say, has not been with one exception, sufficiently en- 
larged upon ; and this is undoubtedly a great omission.” 


Now with all feelings of Christian kindness 
and respect for this unknown brother, who has 
written to England so favorable an account of an 
American Revival, I must beg leave to suggest 
to him the inquiry, whether he can reconcile his 
objections with what he saw. Did the rising up 
of these multitudes result in fostering pride, or 
did it result in the submission of many hearts to 
Christ? IT think that when our English friends 
come here to see our revivals, they should look 
at the facts, and make theirtheory bend to facts. 

And I ask, 100, whether it is any thing but the 
preaching of the gospel, which ever proves the 
power of God unto salvation? And if so, then 
have we not conclusive evidence that the preach- 
ing of which he complains, is * preaching the gos- 
pel.” As the effects are similar to those which 
followed the preachipg@ of the Apostles, I ask this 
worthy brother to compare the sermons them- 
selves, with those of the Apostles. . Take Peter’s 
Sermon at the Pentecost, or Paul’s at Athens, or 
any other. And what is the burden of the dis- 
course? Nota labored panegyric on the {ree- 
ness of the Gospel, not a declamatory exhibition 
of the fullness of Christ, but a simple annuncia- 
tion of the fact, and an earnest endeavor to per- 
suade sinners of the necessity aad the obligation 
they are under to obey the gospel, and come to 
Christ. Precisely this is what we call “ revival 
preaching.” The fundamental quality of that 
preaching, which is followed by revivals, is this 
pressing of obligation. And I have no doubt that 
if our English brethren would begin to preach ob- 
ligation as fully, and as absolutely, and as earnest- 
ly, as the Apostles did, they would have revivals 
too. Having been not a preacher but a hearer 
on the occasions alluded to, I feel perfectly free 
to assure our friends in England, that American 
revivals are not brought about by preachitfg the 
terrors of the law, in exclusion of the Gospel of a 
free salvation, but by preaching the Gospel of a 
full and free salvation, offered sincerely to all, 
and the full and perfect obligation of all to obey 
the truth, and save their souls, immediately. 


REVIVALS AND TEMPERANCE. 

It isa very interesting fact recently brought 
to light, that when aclive temperance measures 
are adopted and pursued, they have a direct, and 
most beneficial influence on the cause of Reli- 
gion, and in many instances it is known, that the 
Spirit of God has immediately visited such places, 
and the interest of the Redeemer’s kingdom been 
greatly enlarged. This fact being admitted, it 
becomes important for christians, who live in 
places where the state of religion is low, or if a 
revival exists and is not attended with power, to 
inquire, whether all has been done which their 
duty and this obvious indication of Providence 
require of them. Have their efforts to enlighten 
the public mind on this subject, been constant 
and persevering? Have they made repeated ex- 
ertions, to get accessions to the number of those 
who will pledge themselves to entire abstinence ? 
And how is it, as to their example? Are there 
none who continue even gow, after all the light 
that has been shed on this subject, to drink ardent 
spirits, thus strengthening the hands of the 
drunkard, and being an occasion of offence to 
their brethren.

Church of Christ. Now if it be so, that the ex- 
ample of some professors, has a tendency to 
strenethen the hands of the wicked, to wound the 
cause of Christ, to prevent men being sober, to 
1inder the conversion o! souls, and thus interfere 
with the joys ofheaven. Oh, Jet such remember 
that “ God shall bring every work into judgment,” 
and that only he “ that confesseth and forsaketh 
shall find merey.”—Conneclicul Observer.

PROGRESS OF CONSISTENT DOCTRINE IN ENGLAND. 


Mr. Editor—The Christian people of the Uni- 
ted States have long been looking with interest 
to Great Britain, and waiting to see there some 
such displays of divine grace, as is manifested in 
our blessed revivals of religion. It cannot be ex- 
pected that we, at this distance, should be able 
to designate all the causes which prevent the 
progress of revivals in that couniry ; but from our 
acquaintance with the writings of their minis- 
ters, with what little we know of individuals who 
have come to this country, and by comparing 
them with those of ministers here, who are sel- 
dom blessed with revivals, we come to the con- 
clusion that one great hinderance is found in the 
doctrinal views which are prevalent th parti- 
cularly on the subject of the ability and duty of 
sinners to an immediate compliance with the re- 
quirements of the Gospel. 

The dissenters are generally by profession mo- 
derately Calvinistic. In terms, they admit the 
doctrine of man’s natural ability to comply imme- 
diately with every thing that a holy God requires 
him to do. But we fiad with most of them, as 
with many among ourselves, that when they 
would bring it to the personal “conscience of a 
sinner, they flinch in the application. ‘hey ad- 
mit so many qualifications, or they cover it up 
with so much figurative and technical phraseolo- 
ey, or they express the truth so timidly, or so ab- 
stractly, that they never lay it right on the sin- 
ner’s conscience, so that it will stick there, and 
make him feel that it is really his duty to repent, 
and believe, and turn to God, immediately. 

We are pleased to see the-plain faked truth be- 
ginning to obtain reception there, and that many 
are preparing to preach the gospel as the Apos- 
tles did, and to urge obligation and duty, as if they 
meant what they said. In the London Congre- 
gational Magazine for March, we find “ ‘The va- 
ledictory address of an afflicted Pastor,” which 
contains some sentiments that we highly ap- 
ates The address is signed Thomas Chivers 

veritt, of Ilfracombe. We know nothing more 
of Mr. Everitt, but we feel assured that if he 
preaches as he writes, and lives consistently, and 
does not flinch in the application, though now

Prophets assert that you have refused ee ge 
ken ;” Apostles brand you as despisers 5” the 
True Witness declares, that “ ye wal not come 
to him. Hundreds of Scriptures confirm these 
statements :.nor 's there a single verse of revela- 
tion, when compared with the usages of common 
conversation, and with parallel passages of itself, 
that contradicts them. ‘The only inability of sin- 
ners to submit to the Gospel requirements, is the 
inability of pride to be humble and of enmity to 
love : itis the inability of Joseph’s envious breth-

put it to your own common sense, whether such 

n inability constitutes any excuse ; whether it is 
not really another name for perverse and obsti- 
iate unwillingness: Would you apologize for a 
murderer on the ground that. he was sormalig- 
vant that he could not help his atrocity ? Will you 
offer at the bar of Christ this plea, a plea whicl: 
Satan might urge for his rebellion? Surely the 
Judge will reply : “ As for those mine enemies 
that would not that I should reign over them, 
bring them hither and slay them before my face.” 
And think not to escape under the cover of “ ori- 
ginal sin.” Be your connexion with Adam what- 
ever it may, it has not touched your responsibili- 
ty to God. ‘The Scriptures treat you as accoun- 
table, and threaten you solely on theZground of 
your personal transgressions. Human judges do 
not admit the idea of original sin to screem the 
criminal, nor do you deem it any apology for of- 
fences cominitted against yourselves. . Yea, your 
own consciences condemn and torment you for 
your sins. With what ease might_a fellow worm 
push these topics home to your utter confusion ! 
How then will you defend yourselves in the pre- 
tsence of Infinite Wisdom? In the judgment, you 
will be speechless; angels, who execute the di- 
vine sentence, will approve it too ; and to count- 
less millions it will be manifest that you owe 
your condemnation, not toa compulsory decree 
of God, not to a deficiency in the value of the Sa- 
vior’s atonement, not to the want of capacities 
for repentance and faith, not to an insufficiency 
of evidence, precepts, mvitations, or motives ;— 
but solely, to a wilful and desperate rejection of 
the tender mercies of the Redeemer. Oh that, 
for one retired and solemn hour, you would consi- 
der these truths! 

“ In urging you to pray, I do not surrender to 
you one iota of the divine requirements of imme- 
diate repentance and faith: I urge you to peni- 
tent and believing prayer: Peter commanded 
Simon Magus to “ repent” and pray, and James 
assures you, that unbelieving petitions will be un- 
answered. Neither can you be sale a single mo- 
ment, till you have trusted in Jesus. The man- 
slayer might have been cut down, without mer- 
cy, at the gate of the city of refuge ; nor, amidst 
the horrors of the impending deluge, would it 
have availed any thing to have stood weeping at 
the door of the ark. Your convictions, if they 
terminate not in conversion, will augment, your 
punishment, inasmuch as they will prove, that 
the motives to repentance were presented to you 
with unusual distinctness, and rejected with un- 
usual deliberation. 'The plain statement of the 
case is this. You are rebels, at war with God. 
He kindly commands you to yield to his plan of 
mercy. His ministers are commissioned to en- 
treat you, and to require you to throw down 
you arms: and itis at their peril to offer you 
more flattering terms. You may cast away your 
weapons in a suppliant posture, if you please, but 
it will be useless to fall on your knees and yet re- 
tain the sword. Defer your submission a mo- 
ment, and you may perish for ever.”

PRAYER IN PUBLIC WORSHIP. 


There is great need of considering 
matters connected with prayer; proba 
is a redundancy of speculation. 

In my last number on prayer meetings, I men- 
tioned length of prayers in public worship as a 
oreat, I might say almost a total, hinderance of 
the usefulness of this exercise. I perceive that 
clergymen concur with me, that it is all import- 
ant, that in prayer meetings prayer should be 
short. JI ask them to consider carefully and can- 
didly, whether the reason why prayer should 
be short in prayer meetings, does not apply, with 
even more power, to prayer in public congrega- 
tions? Iam astonished at the practice upon this 
point. How is it, that in this matter no regard 
is had to the constitution of our nature; and that 
of an exercise, which ought to be solemn and 
impressive, the distinguishing feature is its te- 
diousness. Upon this subject, I do not speak my 
own thoughts merely, but so far as I am able to 
learn, the language of all. 

Let not preachers of the gospel deceive them- 
selves upon this point. ‘There is a strong inclima- 
tion to self-deception. I once hinted to a young 
ininister, that his prayers were too long for edifi- 
cation. I did so, because I heard complaint. He 
replied, that the tiresomeness of prayer did not 
depend upon its length; that the prayers of a 
éertain preacher, very celebrated, were ahways 
long. My hint had no effect; he continued his 
long prayers, and from Sabbath to Sabbath wea- 
ried the patience of his hearers; when ifhe would 
have listened to reason and exercised common 
sense, he would have greatly edified them 3 for 
he is among our best preachers. 
Why do not theological seminaries consider, 
that it has been urged against them, that without 
great care, they would, instead of rirtine, unfit 
men to be preachers? They must know, that 
impressiveness is of the last importance in preach- 
ing. If this be wanting, it is perfectly immaterial 
so far as concerns nine tenths at least of every 
congregation, what other qualities a preacher 
may possess. With this qualification, a pious 
man, as a preacher, will be extensively useful, 
even with great scientific and literqry deficiencies. 
This qualification may be acquired, but with 
great difficulty by most men. Yet there seems 
to be very little concern to give this qualification. 
You will see preachers, with the strongest re- 
commendations of the seminaries,and who delight 
you by their conduct and conversation, with long 
prayers and dull sermons doing any thing but 
good. Ihave written this sentence with pain; 
but shall this truth be told or suppressed? We 
who are in the churches, some of us at work al- 
though with not half our hearts engaged, feel a 
demand fora style of preaching, which the se- 
minaries appear to know nothing about. The 
ery from every quarter is, where can we obtain 
arevival preacher? The few who bear this cha- 
racter, are drawn from place to place with the 
most urgent solicitations. What are revival 
preachers? Preachers who are 1n earnest, and 
through their earnestness are impressive. -I 
know not one of them,. who would pass among 
the learned; but to show sinners a few plain 
truths upon which their salvation rests, and to 
exhibit to God’s people a few plain, imperative 
duties, without the performance of which they 
can be of no use, and will incur great guilt, they 
are fully sufficient—and, as their hearts are full, 
they are very successful in inculcating these 
truths and these duties. 
We should listen to the instruction which the 
practice and the success of the Methodisis give 
to us. Their founder, Mr. Wesley, understood 
men well. He knew human nature, and he care- 
fully attended to the suggestions arising from 
this knowledge. He specially directed the 
preachers of his conference never to exceed ten 
minutes in prayer, in public worship. To the 
fervency of prayer arising in no small degree from 
this circumstance, that denomination owes much 
of its success. On no point do the Presbyterians 
more fail; and much evil hence results to them.

MINISTERS VISITING THE ciTY. 


Dear Brethren—The season of the year has 
arrived when multitudes of ministers visit this ci- 
ty, either drawn by business or pleasure, or to 
attend the various anniversaries, or passing 
through this great thoroughfare from one part 
of the country to another. You always expect 
to find many things here that are interesting.— 
At the present time you expect to be peculiarly 
benefitted, because you have been given to un- 
derstand that there is a revival of religion now in 
— in the city. Many of you probably 

pe to get your hearts warmed in a high de- 
gree, by coming into the midst of a revival in 

ew York. Perhaps you are expecting to see 
the population of the city rendered serious and 
thoughtful, the tide of eager pursuit of the world 
suspended, and vice and iniquity abashed before 
the majesty of the Almighty, while the vast body 
of'professing Christians, deeply impressed with 
the weighty concerns of eternity and the worth 
of souls, praying for the Holy Spirit, and warn- 
ing sinners to fiee from the wrath to come ; just 
as you have seen a country village bowed down 
and trembling at the presence of Jehovah. 

If you come here with any such expectations, 
brethren, you will assuredly be disappointed.— 
We have indeed enjoyed a great blessing here, 
which has made our hearts very glad, and open- 
ed a new era in this great metropolis. Many 
‘precious souls also, we doubt not, are saved in 
consequence of it, and a multitude of obstructions 
are removed out of the way of the gospel. 

But what are a thousand or two of converts, 
in a city containing more than two hundred 
thousand inhabitants? It is such a revival as 
would bring in ten or twenty persons in a coun- 
try village. You go to our morning prayer 
meetings, and you will find twenty, fifty, ora 
hung people, out of some hundreds belonging 
to the church. In what is called a union meet- 
ing of three presbyteries and twenty churches, 
all within‘a mile or two of the place of meeting, 
you will see a house two thirds filled in the day 
time, and perhaps well filled at evening. And 
the first impression on your mind will be, that 
you and the public have been deceived by exag- 

ated statements about the revival in New 

ork. But I do not think there has been in fact 
any designed misrepresentation. And if you 
can make your observations more particular and 
thorough, you will find that most of the minis- 
ters are preaching with unusual zeal and plain- 
ness, and are urging upon their hearers very ear- 
nestly their duty to comply immediately with the 
terms of the gospel. You will find a few in al- 
most every church, who are praying without 
faintness. You will find a number, greater or 
less, who are seriously impressed with the things 
of eternity, and that in most of our congrega- 
tions no week passes without seeing sinners ap- 
parently turning to Christ. 

Now, brethren, what I want is, that when you 
come to the city, you will come with the distinct 
intention to help us. Do not come here so much 
to get good as to do good. In fact you will find 
that the best way for your own souls, for “he 
that watereth shall be watered also himself.”— 
And remember the words of our Lord Jesus, 
how he said, “It is more blessed to give than 
receive.” Do not then come to warm at our lit- 
tle fire, but bring fire with you to kindle ours in- 
toa flame. If you come here to get revived, 
and throw yourselves on our cause, as a weight 
to be carried, we shall both stop. But if you 
come here to take hold, either in public or in pri- 
vate, and lift at the wheel with all your might, 
you may give a new impulse to the languishing 
work here, and cause it to assume a power which 
shall shake this vast city as effectually as any 
distant hamlet was ever shaken. 

This is a point of special interest, in regard to 
the approaching anniversaries. They are the 
occasion of much solicitude here. We do desire 
that our brethren who come, will feel that our 
families and many others will look at their con- 
duct here, to see whether religious men do dive 
for eternity. Especially you will find the fami- 
lies where you put up, prepared to receive point- 
ed personal conversation, as they never received 
it before. They will expect it of you. ‘They 
know that it is in character for you as ministers. 
And they will feel that you act out of character 
if you neglect it. Do not let any religious gos- 
sip, or religious dissipation, or shopping, prevent 
you from deeply realizing that you find the doors 
of hospitality now freely opened to you in the 
holy character of a minister of the gospel, and a 
representative of Jesus Christ.

Our 
Church, in too many places, has long had but a 
name to live. O, that her members would now 
awake, and in this propitious hour, cry mightily 
to God for the outpouring of His Spirit upon us!

Him; and nothing but humbling ourselves at the 
foot of the cross, and there deploring our guilt 
and slothfulness as a Church, will avert his just 
judgments from us. Let us praise Him for what 
he is doing in some parts of our Zion, and fre- 
quently beseech him to revive his work in every 
part of it. 

I feel a very deep concern in the interests of our 
Lord’s kingdom in our diocese. I fear, that of late 
years, our members and other Christians, who 
have felt an interest in our conventions, have ex- 
ae too much from the conventions themselves. 

ou will hear them speak with pleasure for 
months before the meeting of the Convention, of 
“the great pleasure they anticipate from attending 
it.” Nes will hear them speak of “the pleasure 
they have had in hearing such and such minis- 
ters;” and of “the pleasure they anticipate on 
hearing them again.” Now,I fear, too many 
Christians go to Conveytion, expecting there to 
be revived, and there to see the glory of God in 
the salvation of sinners, when, perhaps, they have 
almost wholly negleeted to pray, that they may 
there witness such a season as they ariticipate. 
There is a kind of magic in the word Convention, 


which, too many of-us, Ffear, su will effect 
every thing, no matterciow much we may have 
ed to pray forthe presence and influence 
of the Spirit of God a us, Iwas ata house 
not long since, and hear several pious persons 
remark, how much they regretted, that such and 
such a minister would not perhaps, be at the Con- 
vention, and that they cared very little now about 
ing. Now, if such are the feelings of many of 
our people, what right have we to expect a bless~ 
ing on what has always been a most precious 
meeting? If Christians are interested in going 
o Convention, only because some favorite min- 
ister or ministers will be there, what right have 
we toexpect the blessing of God on our meeting? 
Such persons at least, may not and ought not to 
be surprised, if they are sent home as barren and 
cold as they went. 

It is not this or that favorite preacher, or the 
mere assemblage of a number of ministers, that 
can make our Convention profitable, but the 
blessing of God ; and if we fervently pray for his 
blessing, and beseech him, no matter what ih- 
struments he may use in dispensing his word, to 
smile upon us and mee? with us, then it will indeed 
be a season of refreshing—then we shall go in the 
right spirit, with our hearts prepared for the di- 
vine blessing, and then we shall return, saying, it 
was good for us that we went. I suppose no one 
will doubt, that if we go in the right spirit, with 
our hearts drawn out in prayer, we will not be 
disappointed in our expectations. Let me sug- 
gest then, that until the meeting of the Conven- 
tion not only those who expect to be'there, but 
that all others, who feel an interest in the king- 
dom of our Lord, and desire the salvation of sin- 
ners, unite every morning at six o’clock, in pray- 
er for that purpose. I will venture to say that 
those who do so, leaving it entirely with God to 
use what instruments he pleases in breaking to 
them the bread of life, will find the meeting of the 
Convention a precious and profitable season. 
make this suggestion, and hope that it will meet 
the views and feelings of my brother clergymen 
of Virginia.

LETTERS ON A PUBLIC PROFESSION OF RELIGION, 
Addressed to a Friend, who has long indulged a 
secret hope.—LETTER VIII. 


Dear Friend—As an excuse for the neglect of 
that solemn duty which I have been long urging 
upon your consideration, you may perhaps reply, 
“Tam unworthy to be numbered among the fol- 
lowers of Christ and share in the privileges of his 
visible kingdom !” If, when you make this decla- 
ration, you do it without any real conviction of 
its truth and merely as an apology for the neglect 
of what conscience tells you to be your duty, you 
are right in not joining the church with your pre- 
sent character. In such a case your immediate 
duty is to repent, and give yéurself to the Lord 
as a poor unworthy sinner, and then attach your- 
self to his people without delay. But if your de- 
claration of unworthiness, is made in sincerity 
and truth, if you really believe and feel what you 
say, it is a recommendation, instead of being an 
objection, to your making a profession of religion. 
For whom did Christ die, the worthy or the un- 
worthy? ‘When we were yet without strength, 
Christ died for the ungodly.” Who need those 
blessings which he promises to his people, the 
worthy or the unworthy? “They that are whole 
need nota physician, but they that are sick.” 
Besides, what convictions does the renewing and 
sanctifying Spirit of God produce, in the hearts 
of sinners? Does this divine agent convince 
them that they are worthy of the privileges of the 
sons of God? Or does he convince them of sin, 
and lead them to abhor themselves and never open 
their mouths any more for the purpose of sell- 
justification? What have been the views which 
the people of God have entertained respect- 
ing themselves in every age? Let us hear some 
of their confessions: “I am not worthy of the 
least of all thy mercies, and of all the truth, which 
thou hast showed unto thy servant. Lord 1 am 
not worthy that thou shouldest come under my 
roof. I have sinned against heaven and before 
thee, and am no more worthy to be called thy son.” 
Gen. xxxii. 10. Matt. viii. 8. Luke xv. 18, 19. 
If such persons as Jacob, the Centurion, and the 
penitent Prodigal, could deeply feel and deplore 
their unworthiness, can you ever expect to see 
the time when you will be so much better than 
they as to have no unworthiness to deplore? And 
do you resolve to wait until that time shall arrive, 
before you venture to confess Christ before men 
Before that time shall arrive, your body will have 
taken up its abode among the tenantsof the grave, 
and your immortal spirit will have found its resi- 
dence in a world of consummate bliss or incon- 
ceivable woe. Why then alledge your unworthi- 
ness a8 an excuse for the neglect of a plain duty. 
In making this allegation, you are either sincere, 
or hypocritical. If sincere, it presents no barrier 
to your union with the people of God, who all 
feel that they are unworthy,and the best of whom, 
are willing to confess themselves less than the 
least of all saints, and the chiefof sinners. If 
hypocritical, that is, if, while you declare your 
unworthiness, you do not believe it, but imagine 
yourself too good to belong to the society of im- 
perféct saints, why do you hope in the mercy 
of God through Christ? Consistency requires 
that you should either renounce the hope of the 
Christian, or bear the christian’s name. You 
indulge.the hope, that, if death should suddenly 
arrest you, your ransomed spirit would spring 
with joy into the presence of your Savior, and 
join the church triumphant above. Is the church 
militant so much holier than the church triumph- 
ant, that omg can persuade yourself of your fitness 
to join the latter; but when reminded of your 
obligations to attach yourself to the former, think 
to disannul those obligations, by pleading your 
unworthiness’ Your judge may, perhaps, in- 
quire of you, in the last day, why you did not 
become one of his followers. What will you re- 

ly? Will you tell him that you was not fit? 

May he not justly answer: “ You are far more 
unfit for Heaven than you was for the society of 
my imperfect followers on earth, and how can 
you expect to enter here?” 

* Let not conscience make you linger, 

Nor of fitness fondly dream ; 

All the fitness he requires, 

Is to feel your need of Him.” 
How absurd to talk of unworthiness, when it is 
not through our worthiness, but that of the Son 
of God, whose merits are infinite, that we can 
hope to be accepted; and when all the saints in 
Heaven, instead of saying, how worthy are we! 
will say, and that with increasing gratitude for- 
ever: “Worthy is the Lamb that was slain to 
receive power, and riches, and wisdom, and 
Strength, and honor, and glory, and blessing!” 
Are you unworthy of the privileges of God’s 
children? Be it so. Your Master, who died for 
you, Is not unworthy to be obeyed, when he com- 
mands you to separate yourself from the world

and follow him; nor will your unworthiness ex- 


J euse you for neglecting to do that which he re- 


quires you to do. - Alas! you can never divest 
pone of the solemn obligation, which constant- 
ly rests upon » to present yourself a fivi 
sacrifice, holy, Sesentable to God, which is cues 
reasonable service. Even if you are impenitent 
now, you ought never to rest satisfied, until, by 
godly sorrow for sin, by saving faith in Christ, by 
a public profession of religion, you have made a 
hearty and visible dedication of yourself and all 
that you have to the service of God.

MELODY WITH THE HEART UNTO GOD. 


The following¢ircular has been issued by a 
Committee of the Seneca County Church Music 
Association. We know not the particular cir- 
cumstances which may-have called forth its 
strong expressions of rebuke. But we are sure, 
that with little variation, they are applicable to 
most of our congregations, and particularly to 
those which have taken the most special pains for 
musical cultivation. We will not pretend to speci- 
fy all the reasons, why people sing Psalms with 
their lips, while God is not in all their thoughts. 
One cause doubtless is, that the true design of 
singing is not well understood: People have been 
taught, by musicians, that singing 1s exclusively 
anactof worship. And accordingly we hear the 
minister or the clerk regularly announcing the 
commencement of this exercise, with “ Let us 
sing to the praise and glory of God ;” and then 
giving out “ Ye sons of Adam, vain and young,” 
or “Broad is the road that leads to death,” or 
“Behold the wretch, whose lust and wine,” or“ So 
let our lips and lives express.” No wonder that 
a prelude which is so manifestly inappropriate 
should become as much a matter of ceremony as 
the court crier’s “ O yes, O yes; Hear ye, Hear 
ye.” Let ministers and musicians, and congrega- 
tions, go to the Bible, instead of the pope or the 
poet, to learn the evangelical end of sacred song. 
Let them hear the command of the great Apos- 
tle to “ speak one to another, in psalms, and hymns, 
and spiritual songs.” And let tunes as well as 
hymns be selected for this end, such as are fitted 
to move “ one another.”—Then one step will be 
gained towards rescuing singing from the degra- 
dation of a mere ceremony. 

Another thing which produces the evil, is the 
cherishing and indulgence of a fastidious taste, 
and a habit of criticism in regard to singing.— 
Such a habit always destroys the good eflect of 
preaching. We know that where people allow 
themselves to become even in a small] degree as 
captious about sermons and their delivery, as 
they are about hymns and tunes, and their exe- 
cution, the whole effect of the best Dreachine is 
destroyed. And we see not why it is not just as 
wrong for us to “ preach/ourselves” in the choir 
as in the pulpit, nor why an extreme fastidious- 
ness among the people, in seeking one“ who has 
a pleasant voice, and can play well on an instru- 
ment,” is not as bad in one case as in the other. 
The only remedy is to be found in a universal 
extension of the art of singing. Let sacred music 
be made a part of the education of all our youth, 
and be introduced into all our common schools, 
so that a man shall no longer be in danger of be- 
ing called a magician, because he can read music. 
Then our congregations and churches will be 
qualified to judge for themselves, and to take the 
regulation of music into their own hands, just as 
they have done that of preaching. And then we 
shall have hymns and tunes,and singing, not to 
gratify halfa dozen self created arbiters, but such 
as will move, edify, and elevate the

THE CIRCULAR. 


Ovid, February 12, 1831. 

To the Reverend Clergy of Seneca County, of all de- 
nominations, Greeting— 

BretTHREN—At a late meeting of the Seneca County 
Church Music Association, the undersigned were appoint- 
ed a committee to address you on the subject of church 
music. The principal object of our association, is to at- 
tempt a general! reformation in the public praises of the 
Sanctuary. 

The difficulties we have to encounter are numerous, and 
we look to you with confidence, for your assistance. as 
the selection of appropriate tunes, and a correct musical 
performance of them, the only duty devolving upon us, our 
task would be comparatively easy—but when we look at 
the alarming facts that present themselves before us, in ex- 
amining the causes that have led to the total prostration of 
church music in our worshipping assemblies, and its aliena- 
tion from the soul ennobling purposes for which God evi- 
dently designed it, we are indeed appalled, but not entire- 
ly disheartened. 

That church music is a divine institution, and that its 
true design is the praise and glory of God, we think will 
readily be admitted by all. But how far removed are we 
from this original design? If church music be a divine in- 
stitution, this fact imposes on all who hear the Gospel, cor- 
a gooey | obligations, which none can possibly evade.— 
Yet, how few, alas! heartily believe, although they readily 
assent to the truth of this position; and the public mind 
is if possible, more insensible of the design, than the au- 
thority of this institution, and the introductory phrase, 
“Let us sing to the praise and glory of God,” has become 
as much a matter of ceremony, as the “ Hear ye, hear ye, 
&c.” of the crier of our court of common pleas ; and we 
hesitate not to say, that much of our public singing, in our 
worshipping assemblies, is a positive breach of the third 
commandment. 

We fear that often, Pastors and People, including the 
singers themselves, sing and listen in the house of God, 
with those pleasing sensations which melodious, and har- 
monious sounds are calculated to produce, while “ God is 
not in all their thoughts.” 

This is not a new evil under the Sun, these lamentable 
facts have long existed, yet who among you have prayed 
and wept over them in your closets? How often have you 
lified up your voice of exhortation to the people whom God 
has committed to your charge ? Brethren, we beseech you 
to bring this subject to your consciences, examine care- 
fully the oracles of God, and if any one “lack wisdom, let 
him ask of God who giveth liberally and upbraideth not.” 
We entreat you to present this subject earnestly, affection- 
ately and frequently, to the people of your pte e, until 
the public sentiment shall be corrected, and ehurch music 
restored to its proper influence in our public worship, and 
remember “ the time is short.”

EVIDENCE OF PERSONAL PIETY. 


“ For where your treasure is, there will be your 
heart also.” —Ovr Savior. 


Ihave often thought that this remark of our 
adorable Savior, furnishes a safe criterion by 
which professing Christians may determine 
whether they are “heirs of God, and joint heirs 
with Jesus Christ.” This point is, the writer 
believes, generally thought to be difficult of de- 
termination. It is nevertheless believed that the 
principal difficulty may be removed by carefully 
watching the operations of the mind.- It is a law 
of our nature, that whatever we love will occupy 
our thoughts in proportion to the strength of ovr 
affections for that object. Its intrinsic value to 
be sure may not be, and often is not taken into 
consideration. If a man lovesa friend his thoughts 
will in all probability be occupied in regard to 
that friend, in proportion to the strength of his 
love for him, no matter what his real worth may 
be. If a man loves his estate, his thoughts will 
be occupied with its management in proportion 
to his desire to see it swell in magnitude and im- 
portance. The same it is believed holds in all 
similar cases. Ifa man who resides in America, 
holds an estate in Europe, his mind will be turn- 
ed to that country with an intenseness of thought 
and interest, in proportion to what he considers 
to be the value of the estate. In the cases sup- 
posed, tHere is no question in the minds of the 
individuals themselves of the reality of their love. 
So it is apprehended if a man has his treasure in 
heaven, that his thoughts and affections will be 
there, often there. He will often turn his eyes 
to his heavenly treasure, endeavor to tell its pre- 
ciousness, and gaze upon it with such intense- 
ness and application of delight, as to absorb all 
his powers of mind and fill his soul “ with joy 





unspeakable and full of glory.” In this state of 





ineffable satisfaction, the idea that the treasure, 


‘the cohtemplation of which fills his soul with such 
-indescribab: 


joy, is his, and to be his for ever, 
may and probably will escape him and leave him 


for a while, without a thought of self, to bathe his ; fal 


spirit in the shoreless, fathomless ocean of the 
divine perfections. The soul now swallowed up 
and buried in an e@tasy of heaven born contem- 
plation, has no more thoughts of being deceived 
in regard to its acceptance ‘“ with the Beloved,” 
than of being at that very moment knowingly’at 
war with Him.

NEW METHODIST HYMN BOOK. 

Mr. Editor-—Messrs. S. Hoyt & Co. have just 
published a Hymn Book for the use of the Me- 
thodist Episcopal Church. It purports to contain 
all the Hymns contained in the hymn book com- 
monly used in that church, with about 100 more 
select hymns, including all the-hymns of Mr. 
Wesley’s collection. Itis so arranged and num- 
bered, that it can be used with the old hymn 
book without any confusion. Besides the addi- 
tion to the number of hymns, another very im- 
portant improvement consists in a material reduc- 
tion of the price. ‘The size and type most com- 
monly used, and which the Book Room used to 
sell for 75 cents, sells for 37 1-2. ‘To meet this, 
the concern have reduced the price of theirs to 
50 cents. But Messrs. Hoyt have another edi- 
tion, printed on pearl type, in double columns, 
and the Methodist Discipline bound up with it, 
the whole sold for 30 cents!) For many years 
the expense of all Methodists in supplying them- 
selves with the Hymn Book and Discipline, has 
been one dollar twelve and a half cents. In con- 
sequence of the competition, the Book Room edi- 
tions can now be had for 75 cents, and Hoyt’s 
for 30 cents. 

If the 470 thousand members of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, who have to furnish them- 
selves and their families with the Hymn Book 
and Discipline, confine their patronage exclu- 
sively to the Book Room, according to the autho- 
ritative requisitions of the individuals who ma- 
nage that concern, this reduction of prices will 
be a clear saving to the church of from ten to 
twenty thousand dollars a year, a sum equal to 
the whole expenditure of their Missionary Socie- 
ty. Ifthey should have the courage, in the face 
of the severest denunciations, to buy where they 
can buy cheapest, the saving will be doubled. 

For myself, though not a Methodist, Iam glad 
this collection of hymns is made accessible to the 
public. I fully accord with the decision of Mont- 
gomery, who ranks Charles Wesley as second 
only to Watts. Indeed I think that on some ac- 
counts, he is superior. He was not possessed of 
so refined an imagination, or so pure a taste. Nei- 
ther had he imbued himself so thoroughly with 
the evangelical spirit of the Old Testament. But 
his personal experience, his life,and the habits of 
his mind, were much more in accordance with 
the diffusive and aggressive genius of the New 
Testament. Watts was a man of piety, such as 
we may imagine a Jew would have been, with a 
clear vision of the Savior, and the system of 
redemption; deeply impressed with the loving 
kindness of God, and taking perpetual delight in 
traversing the hills and valleys of Canaan, or 
singing along its clear streams, and beneath the 
shade of its pleasant groves. Wesley had more 
of the mind that was in Paul, burning with zeal 
for the universal diffusion of the true light, and 
intently longing for the conversion of the world 
to Christ. 

Some acute ohserver has said, “ Let me make 
the songs ofa nation, and I care not who makes its 
laws.” Iffam not mistaken, the acknowledged 
zeal, activity, and excitability, of the Methodists, 
in which they certainly excel all other sorts of 
Christians in our day, are to be ascribed in no 
small degree, to the use of these deep toned and 
spirit stirring hymns. We know not what gifted 
Psalmist may yet arise in the church. But at 
present I am sure there is no collection of devo- 
tional poetry, so well calculated to help on the 
millenium, as theone before us. And I do sin- 
cerely rejoice that individual enterprise has made 
this book accessible to the commfonity, so that it 
is now become the common stock of the church, 
and w®whv are not Methodists can avail our- 
selves of its aid, in the Christian life, without be- 
ing obliged to pay an enormous price, for the ag- 
grandizement of an odious and oppressive mono- 
poly. The groanings of the Book Concern, at 
the diminution of their profits, are very piteous. 
But I question whether,they will succeed in se- 
curing the perfect sympathy even of their own 
people. Others I am sure will agree with me in 
saying, that if this or any other publishing asso- 
éiation cannot content themselves with fair pro- 
fits, they ought to be made todo so. And if they 


undertake to restrain, inStead of enlarging the 
circulation of useful books, they ought to be 
counteracted. And if théy cannot stand the ef- 
fect of ordinary mereantile competition, let them 
all. Free Trape.

TO CHRISTIAN MERCHANTS AND OTHERS, WHO TRA- 
VEL ON THE LORD'S Day. 


God requires of men to set apart one seventh 
of the whole time for the Sabbath, and it is eve- 
ry Christian’s duty to settle in his own mind, in 
the light of Scripture, which hours between sun- 
down on Saturday, and twelve o’elock on Sun- 
day night, are required. 'These‘hours he is bound 
to keep holy without deviation. Now there are 
many professors, and some of them members of 
very orthodox churches, who do not seruple to 
violate occasionally the Holy Sabbath day, by 
travelling. They leave Saturday afternoon, in 
steam boats or stage coaches, expecting to arrive 
Sunday morning. And some who stop at an in- 
termediate place, do not hesitate to proceed on 
during the Sabbath. Many excuses are made, 
and some pretend to justify this course. “ We 
save a day,” says one: “My family may be 
sick,” says another ;_ “ My business will suffer,” 
says a third ; “I can read my Bible, perhaps 
have preaching on board, can attend church af- 
ter my arrival.” “I want to visit a Sabbath 
school, and there is no harm in travelling, when 
there is no church.” 

Christian professors ! You are sacredly bound 


po-|to keep the Sabbath day holy, from the begin- 


ning to the end. “ If,” says Dr. Beecher, “ pro- 
fessors of religion violate the Sabbath, who will 
observe it? If they do not stand forth united for 
its preservation, who will defend it? And if, for 
its violation, judgment shall begin at the house of 
God, what shall be the end be of them that know 
not God, and obey not the Gospel?” Says Presi- 
dent Humphry, “If you engage in any secular 
business whatever, if you are seen in stages and 
steamboats, and canal packets, or travelling for 
business or pleasure in your own private convey- 
ances, on the Lord’s day, you not only sin against 
your own souls, but lend the whole weight of 
your example to embolden others in transgres- 
sion.” The commandment is imperative. There 
are no exceptions, but in cases of necessity and 
mercy. Where the object is to save time or mo- 
ney, we have no right to take any part of the sab- 
bath. ‘The conscience will determine right in this 
matter. Let not Satan beguile us by persua- 
sions that there is little or no harm in infringing 
somewhat on holy time. God will not permit any 
man to suffer, in the long run, who keeps his 
commandments with cheerful strictness. «

INTELLIGENCE FROM ASIA MINOR. 
The following letter from the Rev. Josiah Brew- 
er, to the Editor of the New York Evangelist, is 
dated Smyrna, January 15, 1831: 


An indisposition to depart from the opinions 
and practices of our forefathers, however errone- 
ous, inconvenient, or inconsiderable, as well as 
however correct, useful, and important they may 
be, is a trait in the character of man, on which 
moralists have often remarked. No where is this 
fixedness in inherited usages more apparent than 
in the densely peopled quarter of the globe, on 
whose borders myself and family are laboring to 
inculcate that holy faith and practice, which meets 
in the smful inclinations of men, with much more 
formidable obstacles, than this often useful prin- 
ciple. 

Some weeks ago, in my walks through the 
Turkish quarter, I met with an illustration of the 
principle in question, which may perhaps prove 
interesting to some of your readers. None of 
them will forget that in the history of the “ father 
of the faithful,’ when commanded to adopt a rite, 
by which his posterity might be distinguished 
from the idolatrous nations around them, it is said 
“ And Ishmael his son was thirteen years old 
when he was circumcised.” A system of religion, 
in some respects more elevated has swept away 
the Pagan worship which the degenerate posteri- 
ty of this branch of the Patriarch’s family fol- 
lowed for ages ; still the rite instituted thus early 
in the infancy of the world, remains in a great 
degree unchanged, evenas to the time of its per- 
formance, among his Arabian descendants, and 
their Turkish imitators. It is still about the 12th 
year, to which they give a preference for the dis- 
charge of what the Mahometan, no less than the 
Jew, regards as a binding usage. 

It was a party parading the streets, as is not 
anfrequent on the day previous to the perform- 
ance of this ceremony, which I met in my walk. 
Forty or fifty youths, chanting aloud four leaves 
of paper in their hands, written out, no doubt, 
with parts of the Koran, led the procession. At 
regular intervals of about a minute, these all join- 
ed in vociferating a still louder chorus. An old 
man, with a rude kind of drum, which he occasi- 
onally beat, acted as their conductor. Perhaps 
he was to be the principal performer on the mor- 
row. Three youths, whom this public parade, 
was intended toencourage in a ready submission 
to the ceremony, came next, followed by a large 
and varying rabble. ‘The one, on whose account 
particularly the celebration had been got up, was 
the son of a Candiote Turk of some consequence. 
He was apparently about twelve or thirteen 
years of age, but his two companions, who had 
as usual been invited to join in the ceremony, at 
the expense of his family, were apparently a little 
younger. They walked hand in hand, seeming- 
ly in no small degree gratified by thus being made 
the objects of public notice. ‘Their dress, or ra- 
ther ornaments, were exceedingly rich, especially 
those of the chief boy. His cap was literally co- 
vered with gold coins, and medals of different si- 
zes, some a oot much larger than a dollar. 

It is something more as I trust, than idle curi- 
osity which leads me often to ramble through 
Turk town. Besides obtaining accurate infor- 
mation which may be of use to myself and others, 
Iam desirous also to accustom the Turks to the 
sight of Europeans, especially on religious occasi- 
ons. After ages of proud and contumelious dis- 
tance, there is manifestly at present in their two 
most important cities, a disposition to imitate the 
usages and court the society of the Franks. Let 
us be ready to. reciprocate this feeling, not by 
introducing them to the amusements and fashion- 
able follies of Christendom, but by welcoming 
them to a friendly intercourse, and exhibiting be- 
fore them the real excellencies of civilization and 
the Christian faith. Deeply is it to be regretted 
that both at Constantinople and Smyrna, there 
should be so few examples of the genuine fruits 
ofthe gospel. ‘They, however, who love the Sa- 
vior’s cause, must watch for the favorable open- 
ings, by which the truth may be brought to bear 
on the hearts of those who daily say “ Mahomet 
is the prophet of God !” 

To return however to the crowd, with whom 
from principle I continued to go forward. We 
were oftentimes some hundreds in number, and 
continually greeted with exclamations of “ sale- 
mit, salemit,”—circumcision ! circumcision! and 
the approving smiles of many an old Mussulman. 
The houses were emptied of their female occu- 
pants, whose faces were ofien quite unveiled to 
one who brought up theyear of the party as I did, 
under the protection, in case it should be needed, 
of a Turkish Confectioner, bearing his portable 





round table of sweets, on his head. The proces- 


places, when the banner or bundle of gael trips 
of paper, which was borne before the three youths, 
was set down, and sherbet and sweets served up 
to the invited company. Atone ofthe stages, ha- 
ving secured the favor of my conductor, by buy- 
ing of his sweets, and that of the children whose 
rudeness I feared, by dividing them among them, 

I ventured so near as to obtain a taste of the » 
drink which was prepared for the company. I 
found it to be very ordinary, and becoming at 
length weary of the sameness of the exhibition, © 
took my departure. 

On my way I contrived to obtain admittance 
to a school of Turkish youth, and was then has- 
tening down the hill, when I met another compa- 
ny, leading a sheep, and bearing circular trays of 
various sorts of prepared dishes on their heads, 
and sacks of fruiton their shoulders. With these 
I returned, and after asking permission entered 
the house where the fruit party were assembled. 
Some little surprise was manifest at my appear- 
ance—the Candiote youth looked pleased, but the 
master of ceremonies to whom I expressed my 
wishes, seemed reluctant to my repeating the x 
sit on the morrow. On finally leaving the house, 

a sprightly boy, volunteered his services to put 
me into the right way. Finding however that I 
had no small money in my pockets, I discouraged 
him from going. He did not regard this howev- © 
er, nor was he inclined to accept a lead pencil, 
which I offered him. Meeting accidentally with 
an old acquaintance, I borrowed a trifle to pre- 
sent him, engaging him at the same time to come 
for me on the next day, at an appointed place.— 
The rain, and some engagements, however, pre- 
vented my going, or you might have had a still 
longer account from yours, in the Gospel,

ATTACK UPON THE HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


An inflammatory pamphlet has recently ap- 
péared in this city, signed J. L. Wilson, under- 
stood to be by one of the ministers of Cincinnati. 
The writer undertakes to maintain four proposi- 
tions against the A.H. M.S. Two of them are, 
that it is not an ecclesiastical but a civil mstitu- 
tion, and that by interference and importunity it 
disturbs the peace and injures the prosperity of 
the Presbyterian Church. And he infers that 
“the overthrow of Presbyterianism as it now ex- 
ists, is a leading object with those who under- 
stand the whole scheme.” And he denounces 
all those who intelligently adhere to the Society, 
as no true Presbyterians. ‘The following extract 
will show the ground of his alarm, in view of the 
hundreds of faithful and devoted gospel ministers 
that this Society is sending into the valley of the 
Mississippi. We will call it

That there are many excellent men, sound Presbyte- 
rians, now under the influence of the A. H. M. Society, I 

oubt not—but that they will long continue her patrons, 
without a radical change in her organization, I cannot be- 
lieve. These men may honestly ask “ where is the dan- 
ger, if Home Missionaries consent to be ruled by our 
Presbyteries ?”’ There, my brethren, lies the very danger. 
They quietly consent to be under the control of the Pres- © 
byteries till they can rule the Presbyteries! One exam- 
ple of this kind I have already witnessed. I have heard 
of others. Let the same thing take place throughout our 
land, and where is the Presbyterian Church? What will 

ecome of her doctrines—her orthodox schoois—her dis- 
cipline—her testimony against the heresies of thos¢ men 
ee care not whether the sentiments they advance fall 
above or below, within or without the Confession of 
Fai:h? Yes, brethren, there lies the danger. Home mis- 
sionary men consent to be ruled only till they can govern. 
And then every Judicatory, every Institution, and all the 


funds of the Presbyterian Church, will be completely and 


entirely under the control of the A. H. M. Society. And if her 
career be not arrested by the ruthless hand of Infidelity, 
which, at every annual meeting, might grasp the whole so- 
ciety ;—as likely as not, the next set of professors in the 
Princeton Theological Seminary, would be such men as 
Doctors Taylor, Fitch, Murdock, and Emmons. From the 
possibility of such a calamity, may God of his infinite 
mercy preserve the Presbyterian Church. 

Some meddlesome persons in this city have ta- 
ken so much interest in aiding the circulation of 
this outrageous pamphlet just at this period, as 
to cause a large edition to be printed at the 
press of'a paper belonging to another denomina- 
tion, and have then intrigued with the carriers of 
the New York Observer, to distribute the pam- 
phlet to all their subscribers in the city. We are’ 
happy to see that the respected editors of that 
paper have promptly washed their hands of the 
business. We cannot envy the feelings of those 
concerned, at the following exposure of their 
trick, which appeared in the last Observer :

You recollect that about six months ago, I requested 
through the medium of your paper, an interest in the 
prayers of our northern brethren in behalf of Virginia, sta- 
ting at the same time my own conviction that the Lord 
was about to do great things for us. It affords me great 
pleasure to inform you that my expectations have been, to 
a considerable extent, realized. The synodical meeting in 
Winchester was followed by an interesting revival in both 

the Presbyterian Churches of that place. About two 
weeks after the adjournment of Synod, the good work of 
the Lord commenced in the 2d Presbyterian Church in 
Lynchburgh. Amongst the subjects of this work are men 
of the first respectability and intelligence, some of whom 
* were proféssed infidels. It is rather a remarkable fact and 
one worth publishing, that all the officers, Clerk, Commis- 
sioner, and Deputy Marshal, connected with the Chancery 
Court in this place, have b hopeful subjects of Divine 
grace in this revival, with the exception of the Marshal of 
the Chancery Court, who has been a professed Christian 
for years, and is an elder in the 2d Church. It is now 
more than five months since this revival commenced, du- 
ring which time upwards of 60 have been hopefully con- 
verted in the 2d Church. Sometime in January the 
work of conviction and conversion commenced in the Ist 
Presbyterian Church ; some very remarkable cases of con- 
version have occurred there ; upwards of 20 persons, sub- 
jects of the revival, have recently been added to their com- 
munion. I cannot at present state the actual ber of 





a few moments and pray for Lynchburgh. This is a place 
of great importance in this southern country ; this is a cen- 
tre of influence : many, many eyes are directed towards 
us. It is therefore highly important to the Church, that 
this revival should goon. ‘Then, Christian reader, “ Pray 
Sor us.” 

During the winter and spring, the Lord has poured out 
his Spirit on other parts of this state. In December, 1830, 
a revival commenced in the Church at Waynesboro, and 
soon afterwards in the church at Tinkling Spring, both un- 
der the care of the Rev. Mr. Wilson. A powerful and ve- 
ry remarkable work of God’s Spirit is now progressing in 
Cartersville, Cumberland Co., in Peterville, and other 
parts of Powhatan Co., in the College Church, Prince Ed- 
ward Co., and in Pisgah Church, and other parts of Bed- 
ford Co. Several hundred souls it is supposed have pass- 
ed from death unto life, within two or three months, in the 
above named places. In Towns and Counties all around 
us, the fields are ripe for the harvest ; we have just heard 
from several places where revivals are commencing. 


Ix Erte, Pa.—A correspondent at Erie, under 
date of April 22d, writes thus :. 


“ An interrogatory was made some time since, 
probably through your valuable paper, to this 
effect: “ Why it was that churelies visited by 
the reviving influences of the Spirit of God, neg- 
lected to communicate the fact to the Christian 

ublic ?”” Whatever may be the reason, one thing 
is certain, it is the incumbent duty, not only or 
the individual disciples of Jesus, but of churct.es, 
to let their light so shine round about them, that 
others seeing their good works, may learn to 
glorify our Father which is in Heaven. ‘There 
can be no doubt, that the weekly publication of 
the revivals of religion, which have successively 
taken place in these latter times, has had a most 
salutary tendency upon the church of God, and 
especially upon those branches of it that have 
been withering for years in a sickly atmosphere.

It is-about two months, since the church in this 
pa under the Pastoral care of Mr. Geo.

yon, seemed to givesome evidences, that the Lord 
had not forgotten to be gracious. Their atten- 
tion had some time previously to this been called 
in two discourses to their awfully cold condition, to 
the condemnation which was the natural result 
of remaining in such a state; to the necessity of 
awakening from their lethargy ; and to the best 
means of securing the descent of the Holy Ghost 
upon us, to revive our hearts, and to quicken us 
in the things pertaining to the kingdom of God, 
and his Christ. This was followed up by the 
preaching of truth, having a continual reference 
not only to these discourses in general, but to 
their particular design. A growing seriousness 
was soon discovered upon the countenances of 
the congregation. The graces of the church 
were elicited by degrees into exercise,until about 
two months since a spirit of grace and supplica- 
tion seemed to be poured down upon them.— 
Church members began to flock to the conference 
room—there sinners came—the power of prayer 
was made manifest in the awakening and con- 
viction of the impenitent. They bégan to linger 
and request the children of God to pray for them. 
And now the arm of the Lord was revealed in all 
its power and glory, and souls were converted to 
the number of ten or twelve. A four days meet- 
ing was called. ‘The Lord was proved, and 
verily he opened the windows of Heaven and 
poured down upon this “hill of Gibbeon” the 
shower of liis grace. About seventy-five in cun- 
nection with this congregation are now affording 
cheering evidences that they have “ passed from 
death unto life.” They seem to “have a new 
song put into their mouths, even praises to the 
living God.” The revival soon after its com- 
mencement, extended to the Methodist church. 
There are, I am informed, among those of that 
persuasion, about forty who profess to entertain 
a hope of eternal life, through a crucified Re- 
deemer. The revival in the Presbyterian con- 
gregation, is remarkable in this respect, that with 
the exception of eight or ten, its subjects are all 
above twenty and within forty years of age, and 
a good proportion of them are heads of families. 
The proportion of males to females, is about two 
toone. Prayer Meetings at Sun rise are held 
every morning, and there have been meetings, 
either public or social, almost every evening for 
the last four weeks. God in his Providence sent 
help to us when it was most needed, and they 
were men full-of Faith and the Holy Ghost, and 
whose labors have been abundantly blessed of 
God. The Rev. Mr. Stone remained with us 
two weeks, and the Rev. Mr. Orton one week. 
May the Lord bless them for their work of love, 
and make them always instrumental in the pro- 
motion of his glory. The work is still in progress, 
and the church feel encouraged to increase their 
humble efforts, and to let God have no rest until 
his “righteousness goeth forth as brightness, and 
his salvation asa lamp that burneth.” ‘There 
never was a revival in this place before. Of 
course there are many difficulties to contend with. 
But “ if God be for us, who can be against us.” 


Ix New Haven, anp 1Ts vicintTy.—The Religious 
Intelligencer of April 30th, says : 


“The number of hopeful subjects of the revival in this 
city has been variously estimated. At a meeting last 
week for those who were hoping that their sins were for- 
given, there were supposed to be present between 6 and 
700—what proportion these were to the whole number we 
cannot tell.

“We are gratified in being able to say that the Lord is 
carrying forward a work in this city which makes glad the 
hearts of his people ; though we are not prepared to speak 
of its power and extent, compared with what is going for- 
ward in other places. Sinners, we know not how many, 
are bowing to Christ ; and multitudes are inquiring the 
way to Zion. But the number of those in this city who 
are careless and secure in sin is very great. 

The state of feeling in the different evangelical churches 
so far as we have been able to learn, though far from what 
the exigencies of the times demand, is in many respects 
encouraging. Some, we have reason to believe, are car- 
nestly engaged in the good work ; while others, we fear, 
are slumbering at their posts. To every Christian it may 
be appropriately said, “The Master hath come and cal- 
leth for thee.” Let every one respond, “ Lord what wilt 
thou have me to do ?” 

Tuesday, at the close of the sermon in the afternoon, 
those who were anxious for the salvation of their souls were 
invited to remain after the rest of the congregation had re- 
tired. Several hundred accepted of the invitation. The 
same invitation was repeated at the close of the evening 
services, on each of the following days. The number con- 
tinued to increase, and the*last Friday evening it was 
thought that eight or nine hundred remained to receive 
counsel and exhortation. From a hundred and fifty to two 
hundred persons accepted of a similar invitation, both at 
Salem-street and Pine-street, the two last evenings. 

How many submitted to Christ and became the hopeful 
subjects of renewing grace, during this “ feast of fat things,” 
we have no knowledge.

In Ocpen, N. Y.—A four days meeting commenced at 
Ogden, on the 14th inst. and closed on the 18th.

In Ware, Mass.—A correspondent of the Rochester 
Observer, in a letter dated Ware, April 11th, says : 


No doubt it will be gratifying to you to hear of God’s 
a dealings in any part of bur Zion. The kindly in- 
uences of the Holy Spirit began to descend upon this 
place about three months since, and I think we may sa 
that it was first felt in the Sabbath School. Although it 
has been said that the work begun in the Church, it was 
with those members who have been the most active in the 
Sabbath School. 

This is a manufacturing village recently built up ; it will 
be five years to morrow since this Church was organized. 
Since that time we have enjoyed three seasons of revival ; 
we might almost say one continual revival, excepting a 
few months during the last year. At that time one of

of religion than we had ever seen. And now, in view of 
the intelligence received from week to week, we are led to 
exclaim, ‘* what hath God wrought !” 

I have said that the present revival began in the Sab- 
bath School; I will add, the School has shared in it richly. 
The Sunday School in this place embraces a large number 
One 
class of eleven, a few weeks ago all of whom were without 
hope, now six or seven of them appear to have given their 
hearts to God; the others of the class are more or less 
anxious.

In Weyerince, Vt.—The Rev. B. Brown in a letter 
to the editor of the Vermont Chronicle, dated Weybridge, 
April 18th, gives an account of a revival in that place.

It was a solemn scene, an overwhelming sight. There 
were some of almost every age—children, and those whdse 
heads were blossomed for the grave. Sighs and sobs were 
heard in a direction, and many seemed so deeply 
pressed with the weight of their sins, that they had hardly 
strength to retain their standing. Many of them have since, 
we trust, been born into the kingdom of God’s dear Son.-- 
The sacrament of the Lord’s supper was administered in 
the afternoon, and a general prayer meeting held in the 
evening. It was awfully solemn, for the Holy Ghost was 
in our midst. 

At the evening meeting, sinners who desired prayers, 
were requested to come forward to the anxious seats, where 
mutual conversation would be had with them. Many im- 
mediately came forward, and a request was then made, that 
all who were willing to promise to give their hearts to God, 
while prayer was offered for them, should arise. A number 
arose, some of whom we trust submitted themselves to God 
before the meeting closed. Awakened sinners have gene- 
rally seemed to have the impression that this is th€ir last 
call, The work still goes on with increasing interest. The 
number that have truly given themselves to Christ, the 
judgment only will decide. It is a great work, and may 

carry it on until every soul shall be made a trophy of 
his grace.

The following communication, furnished for the Albany 
Telegraph, presents a very pleasing statement of the favor 
of God towards the small Dutch Reformed Church in that 
place : ; 

A little more than a year their prospects were so 
dark, that their pastor had labored with themh two 
thirds of the time, felt it his duty to go to another field of 


labor. At that time a day for fasting and prayer was 
pointed, after which the path Sx of aisraiseal of the eck 
ter was to be decided. The fast was observed; the 
preaching was solemn and impressive; and on the ques- 
tion being taken, instead 
determined to ‘employ him the whole of the time. 

A few members of the Church felt constrained to assem- 
ble once a week for prayer. They did so, and do still, but 
for months, not more than six or seven, and frequently a less 
number attended, Ia the early part of last winter it was 
evident that the Spirit of the. Lord was visiting that little 
Charch. At the communion in January, several united on 
confession. On Sabbath last, 42 were added, also on con- 
fession. Among them are old men, middle aged and 
Young men and women, heads of families and a considera 

le proportion of youths.. Most of the young converts are 
or have been teachers and scholars in the Sabbath School, 
which has been attended probably ten years; but for the 
last two years, winter and summer without intermission. 
Te the Baptist Church in the same place, 30 were added 
last Sabbath. 

About a year before this revival commenced, a temper- 
ance reform had taken place in that village and neubor: 
hood, which, under Providence, probably owed its existence 
to the preaching of the Rev. J. F. Halsey. The Society 
although encountering as usual much opposition, increased 
pretty rapidly. Other Societies sprung up, arid they now, 
in that village and neighborhood, number more than four 
hundred members on the abstinence principle, the greater 
part of whom are understood to adhere to its principles and 
practice of temperance. 

The friends of Zion will rejoice with fear and trembling 
at the victories which the Lord is obtaining over sinners in 
that place, as well as in very many others in our state and 
country ; and surely they will unite their voices to the ten 
thousands of the redeemed throng, in ascribing “ Honor, 
and power, and glory to the Lamb.” 


In Orseeo Countt, N. ¥.—The following letter was 
recently addressed to the editor of the Western Recor- 
der. 





Mr. Editor—The existing revivals in this county have 
been greatly promoted by protracted meetings. The first 
Three Days Meeting in the county was held at Fly Creek, 
in August last, durivg which there was one case of hope- 
ful conversion, From that time up to last week, it might 
be said there has been a revival. A Four days meeting 
commenced at that place, March 29th, during which there 
were, so far as we could judge, about fifty conversions. 

A Three Days meeting was held at Cooperstown, in the 
month of October. The church then, for a long time, had 
been ina luke warm state. During the meeting there were 
no conversions ; but many were pricked in their hearts, as 
was afierwards asccriained. From that time up to the 
15th of January, there were reported not far from forty 
conversions. Rey. Mr. Aikin, of Utica, attended this, as 
well asthe first meeting in Fly Creek, and delivered all 
the discourses at each place, except three. 

A Four Days Meeting commenced at Cooperstown the 
first of March, during which there were supposed to be not 
far from forty conversions. About half of the individuals, 
probably belonged to other towns. The work continues 
gradually, 

_A Three Days Meeting was held at Westford, commen- 
cing on the first of December. This church, also, had 
been, and was at the commencement of the meeting, in a 
luke warm state. During the meeting, there were perhaps 
about twenty conversions. The work continued until it 
numbered from sixty to seventy-five converts. 

A Three Days Meeting was held at West Hartwick, 
the last of December. There were a few conversions 
during the meeting. There have since been, from twenty 
to thirty conversions, and the pleasing prospects continue. 

A similar meeting was held at Huntsville, the 1th of 
January. This church, like most of the others, was in a 
deplorable state ; but from the meeting up to the present 
ported, God has been pouring out his spirit. About one 
nundred give evidence of conversion. 

A meeting was held at Gilbertsville, (Butternutts,) com- 
mencing Fenuary 19th. A work of grace had commenced 
previous to this period ; but it was increased through the 
mstrumentality of the meeting ; and it still continues.— 
Probably there may have been about seventy-five conver- 
sions. 

A meeting was held at Worcester, about the 10th of Fe- 
bruary. Here a work had previously commenced. Du- 
ring the meeting about fifteen conversions occurred. The 
work continues, and there are about forty converts. 

A Four Days Meeting was held in Burlington ; a notice 
of which you have already published. ; 

In the town of Franklin, Delaware county, I attended 
a meeting in February last, where there were probably 
about one hundred and fifty. I requested all those who 
would submit to God then, to kneel, when we would pray 
for them. About forty knelt; and Ihave since been told 
by an elder of that church, that so far as he could ascer- 
tain, they all really gave their hearts to the Lord. Cases 
have not been unfrequent, where sinners have come to 
meeting stupid and unconcerned, and returned rejoicing in 
the Lord. In Franklin, there had not been a revival pre- 
viously, for twenty-four years. Since the time above al- 
luded to, God has continued his gracious work. Last 
week, on Wednesday evening, a young man at Fly Creek, 
was so powerfully wrought upon, while two of his mates 
were praying for him, that he was supposed to be dead— 
the blood settled under his nails. In this situation he re- 
mai» earn snimetams bent mt Iomgeby tb prays. as 
continued, he came to himself, rejoicing in the Lord. 

The means which have apparently been most blessed, 
are pointed exhortations ou preaching, and agonizing 
prayer for the blessing immediately to descend. Cc. 

. S.—A work of grace has commenced in New Lis- 
bon, Exeter, Milford, and Hopeville, where there have been 
none of the above meetings. 


In Cartts_e.—A correspondent of the Methodist Pro- 
testant writes from this place under date of April 18th, as 
follows : 


I shall here give you some account of the work of grace, 
that is and has for some time past, been in progress in this 
place. It commenced some time in January last; from 
which time it was gradually on the increase until the lat- 
ter part of March, when it arrived at its zenith. It is still 
in progress, but not to the same extent that it was some 
time since. What I esteem as most glorious in this gra- 
cious work, is its generality. It first became generally pre- 
valent in the Presbyterian Church, which has shared most 
largely init. Most, if not all the churches in this place, 
have been made partakers of the loving kindness and ma- 
nifested mercy of God, “to wit:” the M. E. Church, the 
German Lutheran, and German Reformed Churches.— 
The United Brethren have also been visited by the same 
gracious influence, and we of the M. P. Church, although 
smpll im number, and almost entirely destitute of minis- 
terial aid, have not been passed by or forgotten; but, with 
our brethren of the other denominations, have at our little 
mecting, been enabled to sit together in heavenly places 
in Christ Jesus, and to rejoice with joy unspeakable and 
full of glory ; and have been feasted on the fatness of the 
Lord’s house. As to the number in all the different churches 
that has been called from darkness to the marvellous light 
of the Gospel, I am not able to say certainly ; but I should 


judge it to be considerably above a hundred. At the anx- 


lous meetings held in the Presbyterian Church, on several 
occasions, as many as fifty have been present, whose lan- 
guage has been, “men and brethren what shall we do to 
to be saved?” It is the Lord’s doing and marvellous in 

our eyes. In the M. E. C. the work has been considera- 

le: it commenced among them, when they were entirely 
destitute of ministerial assistance ; proving most conclu- 
sively, if indeed there could have been any doubt on the 
subject, that salvation is of the Lord, and to his name be 
the glory, both now and ever more! May the time short- 
ly come to favor Zion, when the earth shall be filled with 
the knowledge of the truth as it is in Jesus Christ !

STORY TWENTY FOURTH. 
The Prophet whom the Lions would not hurt. 


Daniel was one of the prophets whose services 
were of the greatest value to the Church during 
its captivity.in Babylon. He was very remark- 
ably favored of Heaven. This is the other in- 
stance of God’s care of his people, which I said I 
would mention” He saved the three children 
from the burning fiery furnace, and he rescued 
Daniel from the dewof lions. I will tell you how 
it was. 

The king had greatly elevated Daniel on ac- 
count of his wisdom and talents. But the prin- 
cipal. courtiers were envious of him, on account 
of the distinguished honors whieh had been con- 
ferred on him. They wanted, therefore, very 
much to bring him into disgrace. Day after day 
they ‘watched for an opportunity to effect their 
wishes; but it was impossible, as he was so wise, 
so diligent, and faithful in the situation he occu- 
pied.” They therefore said among themselves, 
“ we’ shall not find any thing against this Daniel, 
except we find it concerning the law of his God.” 
And here they supposed they had found it; but 
this was not the case. God often overturns, ina 
surprising manner, the best laid schemes of wick- 
ed men. 

They went to the king, and under pretence of 
honoring him, they proposed that a decree should 
be made, that noone should ask any thing of any 
God or man for thirty days, except of the King 3 
andwthat if any one should dare to do so, he 
should be cast into the den of lions. The king 
was so inconsiderate as to listen to them: he 
granted them their wishes, and signed this strange 
and wicked decree. This was all they wanted. 
‘They then went to see after Daniel. “They 
‘knew that he was accustomed to open his win- 
dow, which looked towards Jerusalem, and to 
pray to God three times a day. 

And they found him, though he knew the de- 
eree was signed, doing so still. But was his 
window open?—yYes. If it had not been so, it 
would have looked as if he had lost his confidence 
in the great God. But he had not; he trusted 
in God, and was not afraid of the lions. 

They came in haste to the king, and told him 
that Daniel had disobeyed hisdecree. The king 


was sorry; but they had a foolish custom that 
when a law was passed, 1t Should not ve altered; 


and so poor Daniel was brought and thrown into 
the den among the savage lions. And his ene- 
mies to make every thing sure, as they imagined, 
brought a great stone and laid it on the mouth of 
the den, and the king sealed it with his,own sig- 
net and the signet of his lords. 

The King, however, believed that Daniel’s 
God would deliver him. And so he did. No 
one ever trusted in him and was confounded.— 
The monarch loved Daniel, and he passed the 
night fasting; nor would he suffer the instru- 
ments of music to be brought before him as usual. 
Sleep went from his eyes. Very early in the 
morning he went to the den of lions; and witha 
sad and plaintive voice, he cried: “O Daniel! 
servant of the living God! is the God whom 
thou servest continually, able to deliver thee from 
the lions?” Then said Daniel to the king: “O 
king live for ever! my God hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions’ mouths that they have 
not hurt me.” Then was the king exceedingly 
glad; and commanded that they should take 
Daniel up out of the den. He also bade his offi- 
cers cast his enemies into the den; which they 
did, and the lions devoured them immediately.— 
And he issued a proclamation that all his sub- 
jects should revere and tremble before the God 
of Daniel. 

There is nothing lost by serving God, or gain- 
ed by wickedness. Daniel lived till the seventy 
years of the captivity wereended. His country- 
mien went back and rebuilt the city and temple, 
according to the Divine promise, by the permis- 
sion of Cyrus. But it does not appear that Dan- 
ie] ever returned to his native land. 

After many great and remarkable changes, the 
Israelites became tributary to the Romans. Ju- 
dea was reduced to a Roman province. A per- 
son of the name of Herod, whom the Romans 
had made king of the Jews, reigned over it.— 
Then was the prophecy of Jacob fulfilled : “The 
sceptre Shall not depart from Judah, nor a 
Kiw-giver from between his feet, until Shiloh 
come, unto whom the gathering of the people 
shall be.” In-his reiga, now all authority had 
clearly departed from the tribe of Judah, Shiloh, 
or He who was sent of God, as the word signi- 
fies, that is, the Messiah, was born.

TEMPERANCE IN ALL THINGS. 

Mr. Editor—In perusing an article in the 
Christian Secretary, of April 2d, on the use of 
voflee, tea, and tobacco, I was so much gratified, 
that I beg leave to communicate through your 
paper, a few results from my own experience. 

hree years since I had been in the habit of 
smoking, for a period of more than 20 years ; and 
so great was my attachment for the practice, 
that it appeared almost unconquerable. But at 
the close of 20 years, 1 was fully sensible, that 
my nerves were much affected, especially after 
smoking three or four cegars in an evening. I 
determined therefore to relinquish the habit, but 
soon found myself suffering from excess of bile, 
which continued daily for 12 months. I applied 
toa physician, who assured me without hesita- 
ye = this was eatirdly owing to the omission 
of smoking, cause the saliva whi i 
would on Fatt nein. 

Accordingly I Bad recourse again to the vi 
habit, alledging to others, that this el epee 
argument for the use of tobacco, but merely that

and smoking, I relinquished the latter again ; and 
tound no inconvenience in so doing, but was indu- 
ced to-leok for other causes for this excess of bile 
and itsconsequences. 1 had been in the habit of 
drinking about a gill of cider with my dinner, and 
I conjectured the difficulty lay here, I relinquish- 
ed that also. And now I find my general health 
better—nerves stronger—sleep better, and am 
happy to bid smoking a long farewell. I would 
add, that daring the period of smoking, I was oc- 
casionally much troubled with asthma, especially 
if I used any bodily exertion. But since I relin- 
quished the cigars, my asthma is much relieved, 
so much, that I indulge strong hopes of entire re- 
covery. 

I am thus particular, because all smokers whose 
consciences can be aflected with a sense of duty, 
imagine they have some complaint which smo- 
king relieves, otherwise they would be almost un- 
pardonable in its use. Multitudes smoke to re- 
lieve asthma, while one moment’s unbiased re- 
flection, would appear sufficient to satisfy the 
mind, that scarcely any thing can operate so bad- 
ly on asthmatic patients, as tobacco smuke.— 
Others pretend that smoking relieves a stomach 
sickness, to which they are subject, while persons 
who occasionally use tobacco beyond their usual 
practice, know, that it then produces either sto- 
mach sickness, or at least such a state of the sto- 
mach, as entirely to destroy the appetite for food, 
though it usually creates insatiable thirst. Hence 
the reason why smoking and brandy have formed 
such close alliance—so strong indeed that the for- 
mer can scarcely exist without the latter. Show 
me one smoker, who does not drink brandy, or 
at least, ardent spirits of some kind, and I will 
produce fifty who do. 

Those smokers, who from a just sense ofduty, 
have relinquished ardent spirits, drink at least 
four times as much cider as they would do with- 
out smoking, and they-drink it because the sensa- 
tion excited by the tobacco so imperiously de- 
mands it"and this fact applies to chewers also ; 
for they all fancy that, water does not taste pala- 
table after tobacco. f 

I am not.acquainted with a single complaint 
in the human system that tobacco relieves. And 
alittle inquiry among ‘its consumers, as to the 
causes why they use it, will satisfy any mind that 
they alledge directly opposite effects. One takes 
it for a cathartic, another for an astringent, and 
and so on ad infinitum. My long experience as- 
sures me, that it is just as necessary as arsenic : 
and I defy a possible good to be derived from to- 
bacco, in either smoking, chewing, or snuffing. 
And not an individual do I know, who has relin- 
quished either, but who acknowledges an im- 
provement in health. , 

Tea. 

As all nervous -people are solicitous to ascertain 
some remedies for their diversified complaints, I 
would mention another habit which I had practi- 
sed for more than 40 years, and which I have al- 


my nervous system—that is the habit of drinking 
tea. Philosophy on such topics does not appear 
to weigh so muchas a few examples of “ the liv- 
ing Epistle,’ otherwise practical experience.— 
Soon after the commencement of the temperance 
reformation, some efforts were made to persuade 
to the abandonment of‘ea, as an article of drink, 
and though I most cheerfully united in exertions 
for total abstinence from ardent spirits, still I con- 
ceived the rejection of tea was rather the result 
of enthusiasm, which would soon vanish, and tea 
would always be considered a wholesome and 

leasant beverage. But more mature reflection 
ied me to notice its effects on myself, and I found 
universally that one cup of strong tea, would de- 
prive me of from one to three hours sleep at night 
and generally in proportion to the strength of the 
tea. I determined, therefore, to substitute cold 
water in its place by way of experiment. The 
consequence is, that I now have no unusual ex- 
citement, but an equilibrium of temperature, sleep 


bile. &c.are becoming strangers, and 
a universaMmprovement in my genera! health, 1s 


the consequence. 

I am by no means so vain as to imagine, that 
my good or ill health, is of any consequence to the 
public ; but as Thave received such peculiar be- 
nefit from experience, in which enthusiasm or 
fashion bears no part, I take pleasure in advising 
all nervous, tremulous, and wakeful men and wo- 
man, to give up tobacco, and tea, and when once 
relinquished, I entertain not a doubt but their re- 
turning health will ensure their total abstinence 
from these articles. 


A word to Professors of Religion. 


1. It is perhaps asserted that men will doas they 
please.—The Bible says, “ ye are God’s husban- 
dry, ye are God’s building ;” now if you occupy 
that building, with any thing which has a ten- 
dency to destroy it, you are destroying God’s 
building, which you have no right todo. You 
have given yourselves to God, both soul and body, 
whatright have you to injure that which you 
have given away? Ye are not your own, ye are 
bought with a price. You are justas much stew- 
ards also of your bodies, as you are of any world- 
ly goods. Now if you are daily partaking of that 
which is calculated to shorten life one moment, 
you are indirectly guilty of murder. Do yousay 
you are ignorant of the fact, that either of these 
articles injure you. I answer that if there is any 
question respecting it, it is your indispensa- 
ble duty to examine and ascertain what injures 
your health. 

2. You are stewards of the property which 
God has given you, and you have no right to 
waste a shilling of it without a satisfactory evi- 
dence that you expend it for that which does no 
injury. I am aware, that. this is a subject which 
but few professors, comparatively, bring home to 
their consciences ; butit is not the less important 
on that account. The Journal of Health, as quo- 
ted in the Secretary, says, “ As guardians of 
health, we are bound to warn the feeble, the ner- 
vous, the dyspeptic, the hypochondriacal, the gou- 
ty, those whose hearts beat, as if they would 
burst fromheir case, on the slightest noise or un- 
expected remark, the fretful and capricious in 
temper, that strong tea and coffee are injurious, 
and cannot be tolerated by them, with any re- 
gard to their bodily comfort and mental tranquil- 
ity.” “As to tea,” says Dr. Johnson, “ we may 
fairly set it down as contributing in no mean de- 
gree, to those derangements of the digestive or- 
gans, and nervous system, which now meet our 
eye at every quarter.” 

Let every individual who acts conscientiously 
in all he does, examine these subjects attentively.

PURE WINES. 


We congratulate Professor Stewart upon his 
triumphant refutation of the Strictures made upon 
his late Prize Essay, by a reviewer in the New 
York Observer. His remarks in relation to the 
mized and brandied liquors, generally drank in 
Europe and in this country, under the name of 
wines, are in strict conformity with those ofevery 
writer, who has investigated the subject. Our 
own opinions, in relation to the wines in ordinary 
use, will be found in the first volume of this jour- 
nal, page 136.

THE TRUE DOCTRINE. 


Extract from an Address delivered by Ben 
Johnson, Jr. before the “ Ithaca Youth’s Tem- 
perance Society.” 

But it ought to be known—and may as well 
be first as last, that there is no safe substitute for 
ardent spirits but pure water—and that the cor- 
rect principles of ‘Temperance give no licence to 
use wine, or malt liquors, ofany kind. It is al- 
cohol which is the poison, and these contain it as 
well as ardent spirits. The difference is, that the 
latter contain it in the greatest proportion—and 
the pampered rich, who sip their Port and Lis- 
bon from the glittering vase, drink perdition to 
their souls, as well as the squalid poor, who swil! 
their vulgar whisky from the venerable earthen 
jug. Water is the only proper drink for rich or 
poor, man, or beast. ‘“ Without a doubt,” 
says Dr. George Cheyne, F. R. S. “ water was 
the original primitive beverage, and it is the only 
simple fluid fitted for diluting, moistening and 
cooling—the ends of drink appointed by nature ; 
and happy had it heen for the race of mankind if 
other mixed and artificial drinks had never been 
invented.” ‘ Water alone is sufficient and effec- 
tual for all the purposes of human wants and 
drinks.” And the day is drawing nigh, and its 
twilight is already beginning to glimmer above 
the horizon, when it shall not be considered as 
disgraceful for the creature to follow the counsels 
of the Creator, and use the wholesome beverage 
of nature, in place of the noxious products of hu- 
man stills.—Gen. Temp. 


THE DEACON THAT FOUND OUT HIS MISTAKE. 


A deacon in one of our Baptist churches, who 
had always held himself a temperate man, and 
had at length resolved to discontinue the use of 
ardent spirit, but could not be prevailed upon to 
join the Temperance Society, alledging that he 
could do as much or more good without uniting, 
informs us that upon reading an article ia the 
Telegraph, which gave account of revivals fol- 
lowing the temperance movement, he was imme- 
diately struck with a conviction of the impro- 
priety of standing aloof from a cause which God 
had thus signally blessed. _ Is it possible, thought 
he, that a Christian can witness the glorious ef- 
fects of the temperance reformation, and sti!l be 
unwilling to lend a helping hand to its promo- 
tion? He saw that it could not be. He saw 
that instead of doing more good by standing 
aloof from the society, he was not only encoura- 
ging the opposers, but doing all he could to dis- 
hearten the friends of temperance. These re- 
flections, as well they might, bore with such 
weight upon his mind, that he was unable to re- 
main another day without enrolling his name on 
the temperance list. We could wish that all our 
church members who have stood on the same 
ground with this deacon, for there are yet many 
such, would make similar reflections, and follow 
his example. There is no neutral ground in re- 
gard to the temperance cause. He who will not 
exert his influence in its favor, is acting against 
it. Perhaps it might be well for our good bre- 
thren who have stationed themselves midway be- 
tween the advocates and the opposers of 4empe- 
rance, to inquire on which side the apostle Paul, 
were he alive at the present day, would take his 
stand ?—Vermont Telegraph.

AMERICAN BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS FOR FOREIGN 
MISSIONS.—JVumber VI. 


The brief statements respecting the affairs of the Board, 
which I had in view on commencing these papers, are now 
completed. Ihave endeavored to avoid exaggeration, and 
to exhibit only the plain matter of fact. Nothing more was 
necessary in order to show that we have been brought into 
an exigency and a crisis, of a very serious nature. It is 


the present year, whether the foreign missionary enter- 
prise, as congftcted by the Congregational, Presbyterian, 
and Reformed Dutch churches of the United States, shall 
receive such a check, as cannot fail to be most unhappy in 
its consequences; and that, too, almost at the commence- 
ment of our career, and while we are blessed with unex- 
ampled effusions of the Holy Spirit. 
an will admit, that the Board ought not to increase its 
present debt; and the committee appointed at the last 
meeting of the Board to investigate the annual expenditure 
at home, did not think the cause would be promoted by 
any present diminution there. Abroad, no material re- 
duction can be made in the expenses, except by dismissing 
a part of the schools, printing fewer books, or recalling 
some of the missionaries. Last year the receip's of the 
Board fell considerably short of its expenditures, and this 
year the receipts are not as much as they were last. Yet 
the spiritual prosperity of our missions, on the whole, was 
never so encouraging, and the demand for missionaries was 
never so great, as at this moment. Nor were so many 
candidates for missionary employment ever under the di- 
rection of the Board, at any one time, nor so many ready 
and importunate to be sent to the heathen, as there will be 
next autumn, At the same time there are unprecedented 
embarrassments, so far as the Board is concerned, in the 
way of sending additional missionaries to the heathen— 
arising, however, solely from a deticiency of pecuniary 
means. 
The making of these statements has been regarded, as 
due to the churches, to whom, under God, these missions 
elong. If the missions established by the churches are 
in danger of suffering, those churches ought surely to be 
apprized of the fact. Such statements are due, also, to 
the missionaries, who have been sent into the field; and to 
the churches and schools they have gathered among the 
heathen; and to the thousands of benighted souls they 
have begun to enlighten by the gospel. They are due to 
the men, who, in obedience to the will of their Lord and 
Savior, have devoted themselves to the propagation of the 
gospel among the heathen, and are not yet sent forth.— 
They are due to our own souls, which could not otherwise 
be saved from blood guiltiness. Yes, and they are due to 


fits of His atonement throughout heathen lands, 

The writer of these papers claims no right, and he has 
no dispos tion to dictate to his brethren. Stationed, how- 
ever, as a watchman on one of the towers of Zion, com- 
manding a wide prospect of the great and terrible wilder- 
ness of this world, and overlooking some of the positions 
which Zion has taken, and is endeavoring to secure among 
the enemies of her King, silence, at such a time as this, 
would be a dereliction from duty. The monitory note 
should be raised. 

And now, what shall be done ? 

First of all, let not candidates for Missionary employ- 
ment be discouraged, The churches will not disregard 
their plea 
rit—the spirit of revivals ; the spirit of missions. The be- 
nevolence of our churches is not declining: it has only 
been diverted, in some measure, from foreign missions, but 
may be expected soon to return, with augmented zeal, and 
with a sprmg tide of blessings for the heathen. Stane 
firm, therefore, to your resolutions, in humble dependence 
on God, continuing instant in prayer, and doing ai in your 
power to awaken interest in the subject ; and ere long you 
shall see the treasury so replepished, that. you will be 
greeted with the summons you so much desire, to go forth 
with the gospel of salvation to the gentiles. 

Pwus Suetenw, propos far the miuisiry, should see 
to it that foreign missions are not embarrassed two or 
threeayears hence, as they have becn in past times, for want 
of missionaries. We hope the churches wil! send the fif= 
teen or twenty men, now ready or soon to be ready, all in- 
to the field within a year and a half from this time. But 
these will only supply the present demand. Let it be an 
axiom in all your inquiries respecting your duty to the 
heathen, that the demand for missionaries will increase 
from year to year. More and more laborers will be need- 
ed; and should it be your duty to go, and should you be 
humbly but inflexibly resolved, though you may experience 
some delay, the churches, in this set time to favor all na- 
tions with the light of the gospel, will not refuse to send 
you. 

Pastors of churches will permit me respectfully to ask, 
whether the present exigency in the affairs of the Board is 
not of €hfficient consequence to require their particular at- 
tention? Will they not take an early opportunity to ex- 
plain the case to their people? Will they not endeavor 
to secure for the cause a general and liberal patronage ? 

The Secretaries, Treasurers, and Executive Committees 
of Auxiliary Societies, are entreated to exert themselves in 
a special manner in their several spheres. Unless the 
auxiliaries make an advance upon former years, the parent 
institution will not. Will you not resolve upon securins a 
liberal advance in the receipts of your auxiliary? You 

ave the advantage of a strong plea; and most kinds of 
business are now prosperous, and revivals of religion are 
warming the hearts of christians, and multiplying the 
friends to the cause, and augmenting the consecrated 
wealth of the churches. 

Upon the Collectors in the missionary associations de- 
volves a solemn responsibility ; for it is almost certain that 
if they neglect to solicit from any individua', that individu- 
al’s subscription for the year will be lost to the cause.— 
Let them now carry an application to every man and wo- 
man, concerning 5 he there is any probability that the 
application will be kindly received. One great reason of 
the decline in the receipts for eighteen months past, has 
been, that the fivé or six thousand collectors in the twelve 
or fifteen hundred associations formed in aid of the Board, 
have not, as a body, made as great exertions as they did 
immediately after their associations were organized. 

he receipts into the treasury of the Board from Sept. 
1, 1830, to March 31, 1831, that is, for seven months o the 
current financial year, have been $46,000. Supposing the 
receipts for the five months tocome to be in the same pro- 
portion, or about $6,500 per month, the income for the 
year will be $79,000. Last year it was $83,000, and the 
year before last, about $106,900. At the rate of the re- 
ceipts during the last seven months, we are in danger, the 
present year, of falling nearly thirty thousand dollars below 
the recempts of the year 1829! Shall this be the record of 
a year, blessed beyond all other years with revivals of re- 
ligion, when thousands of souls will be added to the church- 
es, and hundreds of thousands of property solemnly conse- 
crated to Christ? It must not be. The danger needs but 
to be known, in order to be averted. Prompt and ener- 
getic measures, however, will be necessary. Nearly $100,- 
000 will be requisite to meet the unavoidable expenses of 
the current year, and to pay the balance owed by the 
Board when the financial year commenced! The cost of 
sending fifteen or twenty missionaries, with their wives, in- 
to remote fields, will be an additional expense of conside- 
rable amount, and ought to be provided fur before the expi- 
ration of the year 1831. Andit maybe. How many men 
are there in the churches, each of whom might be respon- 
sible for one missionary? How many churches are there, 
which might do the same? And how easily may the whole 
sum of thirty or forty thousand dollars be contributed, 
which is needed, beyond what is likely to be received on 
the present scale of charity. To say nothing of the new 
helpers, all over the country, whom a little pains may se- 
cure to the cause, it requires only an advance of one half 
upon what the present donors are accustomed to give ;— 
that the man who gives one dollar, should-give a dollar 
and a half; that the man who gives ten dollars, should give 
fifteen ; and that he who has given one hundred, should 
add fifty to his donation. The advance recently made by 
the patrons of the Board in Boston, was of this nature, as 
to its general result ; and that, too, immediately after de- 
mands had been made upon their liberality for domestic 
objects, almost unexampled even in that city. Nota few 
doubled their subscriptions ; and it-appeared to be a point 
settled in the minds of donors generally, that every associ- 
ation must go beyond the contributions of the last year. — 

The case is now left with the friends of Zion, who will 
decide, in view of their duty to the benizhted heathen and 
to the Lord Jesus, whether this sacred cause shall rise, or 
decline. Whichever way they decide, the welfare of im- 
mortal souls is deeply concerned. Should the Board be 
enabled to send out its missionaries without delay, there 
can be no doubt that many souls will be rescued from the 
dominion of ‘sin, and be exalted to the felicity of heaven, 
who otherwise must sink into endless perdition, The res- 
cue of these souls is an object transcending in importance 
all our worldly schemes. It furnishes a powerful motive 
for hearts, quickened by the reviving influences of God’s 
Spirit, or regenerated by his new creating grace. How 
delightful to think of the number of such hearts now in our 
beloved country, and of the rapid increase of that number. 
This awakens hope—confident expectation—a joyful assu- 
rance, that relief will come; and should it come, to God 
be all the glory.

ENGLISH BAPTIST MISSION.

ber, just received, we observe an instance of per- 
severing industry, and of disinterestedness on 
; the part of the Missionaries at Calcutta, which 
iis highly honorable to them. It appears that 
some time since, brother W. H. Pearce, who 
superintends the Printing Office, was offered, 
through the kind influence of Mr. Harrington, 
the printing of the Regulations of Government, 
8 vols. 4to. if he’ would consent to be the Edi- 
tor, (in furnishing notes, &c. where necessary,) 
as well as printer. This was performed so en- 
tirely to the satisfaction of Government, that 
other work was also furnished, the whole of 
which, after deducting all expenses of printing, 
leave a clear gain of 10,000 rupees, about $5,000. 
Brother Pearce placed this sum at the disposal of 
the Missionary brethren in Caleutia ; W. Yates, 
J. Penney, W. H. Pearce, J. Thomas, G. Pearce. 
i Lest the disposal of this amount should be the 
‘occasion of dispute, and hinder their usefulness, 
they at once transferred it to the Baptist Mission- 
ary Society in England. The whole amount 
referred to, was not from the ordinary source of 
income in the Printing Office, but arose from ex- 
tra work.— Bost. Recorder.

No cursing, nor swearing, nor 
drunkenness : and we hope that God will be our 
pilot through the voyage: We all beg of you 
that you will offer a prayer for us in the church. 
We are allin goqg health, and we hope that God 
will keep our hearts in the same way as we have 
hegan.—The voyage is long and tempestuoas— 
amidst howling storms, and dashing seas, ani 
thunders that roll {rom pole to pole—and God is 
showing his wrath upon the wicked, and sparing 
the righteous. We beseech you to pray for us 
ill poor sailors that are at this moment upon the 
sea—imidst the many dangers we have to run— 
the many temptations we have to stand of drink- 
ing the cup of cursing.—A rusty nail placed near 
the faithful compass will sway it from the truth. 
But God is always ready to protect his sheep 
when they are in distress—Call on Him brothe: 
sailors, and he will protect you from evil—When 
the sky blackens all around with wild and threat- 
ening clouds, the sea runs high, and breaks furi- 
ously over the ship, the night sets in and brings 
vorse and worse weather, the vessel springs’ 
a teak—O God, that will try the stoutest hearts. 

Nothing more, but so remain your friends.— 
Signed by nine of the ship’s company—the eldest 
aged 36. 





CANADA SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION. 

Eighth Report.—The Anniversary of this Se- 
ciety was holden at the Scotch Church, St. Ga- 
briel, at Montreal, in September last. A copy 
of the report was received a few days since. At 
the Anniversary, the patronage and donations 
of the Parent Society, the London Sunday Se!:01 
Societies, and the British and Foreign Bible So- 
sty, were gratefully acknowledged by votes of 
thanks. From the Parent Society they had re- 
ceived, the last year, a donation of £50 sterling in 
books, and from the Bible Society, 50 Bibles, 200 
Testaments, and 75 Gospels. The amount of 
sales during the year exceeded £105. “ The 
uamber of schools that have rendered in reports 
is 45, containing about 2571 children; probably 
not more than one halfare yet heard from in the 
Lower Province, and not one fifth of those esta- 
blished inthe Upper Province. Sunday Schools 
are on the increase, however, in both Provinces ; 
and more would be established than now are, 
could books be obtained to commence them with. 
This is the general ery throughout the country 
—the want of books.” 

“In Great Britain and Ireland, there are in 
connexion with the Parent Society 9895 Schools, 
employing 97,747 Teachers, and numbering 1,- 
019,576 scholars—exhibiting an increase during 
the last year, of 567 schools, and 40,600 scholars.” 

The Society in Canada has reached the eighth 
vear of its existence, and is prosperous : not so 
much so however as its friends wish, and the state 
of the country requires. ‘The joy in what has 
been accomplished, is restrained by what remains 
to be done. Though all the friends of Sabbath 
Schools in the Provinces, have occasion to thank 
God and take courage in the good success they 
witness, stronger and more extensive and ardent 
efforts, and more fervent prayers, are necessary 
to secure the good hoped for. And without these 
a large number of the growing youth and chil- 
dren, will come to maturity uninstrueted in the 
truths of the Gospel, unable to read the word of 
God, and ignorant of their duties as rational, so- 
cial and moral beings.—Can. Watchman.

STARTLING FACTS. 


The following paragraph, extracted from the 
New York Medical Journal, confirms all that 
ever has been published respecting the increasing 
malign influence of Popery in its social and politi- 
cal relations in this republic. The facts are un- 
deniable.

Of 14,774 patients, who received medical ad- 
vice atthe New York Dispensary during the same 
vear, 7336 were natives of Ireland.”

NEW CHURCHES IN CINCINNATI.

Let drunkards be unable to 
point to a single member of the church who traf- 
fics or tastes of ardent spirits, and one of the 
greatest obstructions in the way of the tempe- 
rance movement, will be removed.— Cin.

‘That during the year 1830, 705 paupers have 
received public charity at the expense of $7,872 
38; and that from an accurate investigation, 
Nine Tenihs of the expenditure was traced to 
the use of ardent spirit; so that the county du- 
ring the vear, has been put to the expense of 
$7,081 25, to support its drunkards or paupers 
thrown upon the public by drunkenness, while 
only $787 13 has been required for the support 
of all others, claiming public charity from old age,

During that period, the number burnt alive, was 34,658. 
Burnt in effigy, 18,019. Condemned to the galleys ana 
prisons, 268,214. Under the administration of the Inquisi- 
tor General Torquemada, from 148] to 1498—17 years— 
was burnt alive, 10,220. Burnt in effigy, 6,810. Con- 
demned to the galleys and prisons, 97,371. Under King 
Philip II, from 1556 to 1597—41 years—burnt alive, 3,999 
Burnt in effizy, 1,845. Condemned to the galleys 2 
prisons, 18,450.—Protestant.
